The Sea ’n Surf, 303 Worcester Road, 
Framingham (on Route 9); telephone 872- 
1800; open daily 12-10 p.m., til 11 on 
Saturday and Sunday; liquor service; all 
major credit cards accepted. 

If my aim were to introduce a visiting 
group of foreigners to a quintessentially 
American culinary experience, I would 
not take them to Durgin Park. However 
instructive that restaurant’s oyster stew 
and Indian pudding might be, Durgin 
Park’s studied disarray would seem too 
familiar. No, for our visitors we need more 
than good American food; we need a 
highway location — say Route 9 in 
Framingham — the comforting proxi- 


mity of establishments like a Siesta Sealy . 


Posturpedic showroom and a Ricco’s 
Pizzeria, and car dealers stretching in 
both directions. And we need a 15-foot 
neon lobster adorning a one-story sprawl- 
ing family place — namely, the 21-year- 
old Sea ’n Surf. 

The Sea ’n Surf.is a testament to 
Americana; its menu is diversified and ex- 
pansive, embracing steaks and lobsters, 
fried chicken and clam chowder, straw- 
berry cheesecake and Indian pudding. 
The decor is nautical, the murals Nan-

tasket Provincial, the napery red. A crude 
oil painting of JFK in a state of wild sur- 
mise at Hyannisport hangs over the 
cashier, here called the “purser.” A re- 
flecting lobster pool pebbles the ceiling 
with light. The tables are filled with sub- 
urban families, including children wired 
with elaborate orthodontic devices. This 
is what it’s all about; this is American 
dining at its limited best. 

The appetizers (choice of one with the 
dinner) are the familiar litany of interna- 
tional noshes, from French onion soup au 
gratin to chopped chicken livers. Here, 
the creamy clam chowder is delicious, a 
real surprise. Fresh tender clams, 
stomachs and all, far outnumber diced 
potatoes, and the soup is creamy without 


being floury. The marinated herring filet~ 


turns out to be one whole tasty filet served 
with fresh sour cream. At a propitious 
moment, country maids circulate with 
baskets of hot popovers. 


In accordance with the dictates of 
American cuisine, the salads are ex- 
tremely forgettable collections of head let- 
tuce, tomato and Texas onion, but the 
seafood dishes we tried were more memor- 
able. The fried Cape oysters and New 
Bedford scallops combination plate 
($6.95) was almost excellent. The eight 
healthy oysters were quickly fried: so that 
the bivalves themselves were still cool 
inside, and the scallops, though cut-up 
sea scallops, were sweet and also judic- 
iously undercooked. : . 


The fried clams ($6.75 for the dinner) 
were not spectacular, but had plenitude 
on their side, a characteristic of every 
dish. A baked stuffed chicken lobster 
($8.95 — lobster prices are up these days) 
had a very good texture, and the broiled 
halibut steak ($6.75 for the dinner) was 
lightly breaded on top and ~extremely 
moist, a trait uncommon for halibut. Al- 
though, considering the size of the menu 
in general, it would seem ungrateful to 
complain about the selection of fish, it is 
curious that Sea ’n Surf, as well as the 
majority of other restaurants that serve 
fish, never offer such goodies as bluefish, 
striped bass or red snapper. 

The desserts we tried — strawberry 
cheesecake, blueberry pie and apple crisp 
— were poor. A further carp: the relish 
dish at the meal’s debut was too skimpy 
and carried only two olives for the four of 
us, an inflammatory situation. 

Still, the service was accomplished and 
wry and this restaurant, with its abun- 
dance, warmth and unpretentiousness 
(save for the neon lobster) strikes me as 
one of those increasingly few things of 
which this country can boast.

The result is a fresh and adaptable acting 

ensemble, in the words of the company. 
“‘We’ve found it important to spend time 
to train people so they can trust each. 
other,” Healy says. “Usually in commer- 
cial productions you spend half the time 
getting to know each other’s quirks. Now 
there’s a short short cut, because every- 
one knows everyone else and there jis in- 
stant understanding. And under the in- 
evitable pressures of time and money we 
will be able to get more done.” But Healy 
doesn’t want to give the impression that 
the ensemble is permanent and un- 
changing. “That could get too stale,” he 
says. 

The play is rarely produced because it 
requires a large cast and elaborate music 
and dance scenes (an original score has 
been composed for the production by 
William Cox). Healy adds that the play 
has been much maligned — critics have 
said it is two plays stuck together. “‘And it 
can be if you’re not careful,” he says.

This time you shouldn’t let “Bicen-~— 


tennial” make you tune out. Since it’s not 
exactly old hat for opera in this country to 


deal unflinchingly with the history of the 


American Indian, an upcoming double- 
bill from the New England Chamber 
Opera ought to be of interest. Much riiore 
than, say, a revival of Victor Herbert's 
Natoma. 

When Chocorua (pronounced édivh: ko- 
roo-uh) was first done at Tanglewood in 
1972, it had a blockbuster effect. 
Economy and violence are what people re- 
member, both of Robert Selig’s score, and 
of what it animates. The story concerns 
young Pequawket brave, Chocorua, who is 
seen becoming too friendly with the wife 
of an English colonist; a price must be 
paid. The New England Chamber Opera 
will be presenting the Boston premiere; 
among the singers will be Robert Honey- 
sucker, Susan Larson and Deborah 
Martin. 

Chocorua proceeds by way of short 
scenes and a modest performing appara- 
tus. Not so the companion piece, Paul 
Earls’ The Death of King Phillip, which 
draws upon the resources of MIT’s Center 
for Advanced Visual Studies. Advance re- 
ports mention a heady mixture of voices, 
tapes, accordion, harp and laser projec- 
tions. But the music, it is said, will be 
lyrical. In the cast are Beverly Morgan, 
Valeria Walters and Jerrold Pope. Philip 
Morehead will conduct both works.

Man bites dog 

FLASH: Didn’t you know that Rev. 
Randy Gibson once kicked a dog, is 
rumored to steal candy from children, 
and has regular visitations from the 
Devil? It’s true—the dog told me, I once 
saw Gibson eating a Hershey Bar, and, 
as for the Devil, WELL! {See Phoenix 
cover story, March 9}. 

As a member of the Board of Direc- 
tors of the Charles Street Universalist 
Church during the period [referred to in 
O’Brian’s story] one of the original 
youth advocates at Project Lambda and 
a nine-month veteran as well as a mem- 
ber of the old Gay Community Center 
Ad Hoc Committee (GCC), an original 
coffeehouse volunteer and the founding 
Editor of Gay Community News (GCN), 

I think I have some perspective upon 
the whole situation. 

O'Brian himself refutes most of [his] 
accusations, however deviously. The 
Bavley matter is a perfect example: 
O'Brian spends 20 column inches bring- 
ing up all sorts of associated sordid e- 
vents (indictments, two suicides) cul- 
minating in three charges, all of which 
O'Brian himself disproves, leaving only 
the fact that Gibson was “friendly” with 
Bavley. 

Yet there are several unresolved areas 
I must respond to: 

The near-total staff turnover is made 
to seem incriminating; I can’t see how 
any effective Advocate can-stand it for 
long because of the physical and emo- 
tional strain. In one case alone, I was 
thrown out of a court, threatened with 
lawsuits, followed by a private detec- 
tive, harassed by phone nightly, not to 
mention forced somehow to resolve my 
own anguish and bitterness at seeing 
society systematically destroy a youth 
through its prejudice. Though one’s rea- 
sons for leaving are always complex, in 
my nine months there only one indi- 
vidual was fired, in the common sense of 
the term. This individual had entirely 
lost the support of the other Advo- 
cates and was therefore told that if he 
didn’t resign we would order un- 
animously the directors to fire him. We 
were subsequently forced to take this 
step. This individual is the certain 


source of your complaints, but I’m sure — 


he didn’t mention the above to you, only 
that “Randy screwed him.” 

The numerous implications of finan- 
cial misuse need perspective. The 
$52,000 Lambda funding was adminis- 
tered entirely by Boston’s TASC-J, 
which reimbursed expenditures within 
an approved budget, the church never 
having in its possession the lump sum of 
money. The stated facts and testimony 
verify the absence of a substantial 
amont of money which could be squan- 
dered. Surely O’Brian found out that 
Gibson is not even paid by Lambda, and 
the greater portion of his meager minis- 
ter’s salary is still owed him by the 
church, though he has four children to 
support. Somehow you even made Som- 
mer’s salary appear sinister. And sin of 
sins, she’s not even a college graduate 
(yet). 

In addition, Gibson was made tb ap-

pear greedy for requiring a cut of the 
take for gay dances held at the church. 
In reality, the then growing gay use of 
the church, the only place gays felt wel- 
come, worsened the church’s own finan- 
cial position, since many straight groups 
were provoked to shun rental of the hall 
in fear of possible association with “the 
queers.” 

As an original GCC volunteer, I can 
attest to the scarcity of volunteers [for 
the coffeehouse] from GCC, and to my 
guilt that most of the work soon had to 
be done by straight members of the con- 


gregation. The question of a 50 percent 


cut soon became obvious. 

§ You have proved precisely the follow- 
ing: 1) Gibson was “friendly” with Bav- 
ley; 2) “‘illegal’’ phone extensions 
existed at some time in the church; 3) 
Gibson and Sommer drink; 4) the ac- 
counting practices for the coffeehouse 
are perhaps not the best (though you 


would need an accountant to imrove’ 


them); 5) the church board appears un- 
able and/or unwilling to protect the art. 
collection “appropriately”; and, most 
certainly, 6) Gibson has enemies that 
match his friends in energy, if not influ- 
ence. (And they are almost always 
anonymous.) Certainly, it is O’Brian’s 
civic duty to turn all of this information 
over to the Grand Jury immediately. 

I do not mean to make light of a situa- 
tion which would be comical, except for 
the danger it posed to Project Lambda. 


O’Brian repeatedly acknowledges the’ 


“vulnerability” of the program, yet 
proceeds to dig up almost everything 
ever uttered against it in some dark cor- 
ner. He “objectively” refutes most of it, 
but goes on to repeat the slurs so many

times that the reader cannot help but 
think the worst.

Monologue 

Dave O’Brian’s rambling, confusing 
and wordy article on Randy Gibson and 
a dozen other subjects of importance to 
the gay community combined the worst 
elements of journalistic sensationalism a 
la Hearst and the so-called “balanced” 
style of Time magazine. 

There are two sides to Gibson’s story. 
One is the enormous contribution his 
work has made through the coffee- 
house, Lambda, etc. to gay conscious- 
ness and comfort in this city. The other 
side is the controversy generated by 
Randy’s personality and some aspects of 
his work. The O’Brian article failed to 
enlighten us on either side. A cal- 
culated attack on Gibson and homo- 
sexuals generally could have done no 
more damage. While the article appears 
to give space to Randy’s “friends,” 
though they are rarely identified, it ac- 
tually gives his wholly anonymous “en- 
emies” their pulpit. The piece is full of 
ugly insinuation and vicious rumor. We 
do not hear a word from Sommer, al- 
though she was present at an interview. 
We hear nothing from the teenagers at 
Lambda, past or present, nor do we hear 
directly from staff. The one exception — 
the statements of GCN Editor Lyn 
Rosen — is a valuable and thoughtful 


_ contrast to the rest of the piece. We 


don’t hear much from Gibson either. 
Mostly we hear O’Brian’s vague inter- 


pretations of vague stories told him by 
anonymous “sources.” 

The section on the Welfare Depart- 
ment’s Bavley, which seemed quite out 
of place, was particularly poor. There 
are dozens of gay teenagers, foster par- 
ents, even social workers who would 
gladly tell O’Brian the facts about the 
“Bavley Case,” about Bavley’s excep- 
tionally fine and compassionate work, 
and about the witch-hunt investigation 
of gay men and boys conducted by the 
Welfare Department and the Attorney 
General. 

I agree with only one point that was 
weakly made by O’Brian: Gay Com- 
munity News has not adequately 
covered these issues. When I once sug- 
gested a piece for GCN on Bavley and 
the Welfare Department’s Byzantine 
treatment of gay people, Randy Gibson 
and many other gay leaders urged 
against it on the grounds that work with 
gay teenagers would be jeopardized. 
Better that we deal critically with these 
matters, however painful that may be, 
than that the straight press butcher 
both the issues and our gay integrity.

Dave O’Brian replies: 

My profile of Randy Gibson really 
must have been “rambling, confusing 
and wordy” to have inspired so much 


‘misunderstanding of its intent. To be 


criticized, for example, for presenting 
evidence that refutes many of the 
charges surrounding Gibson and Proj- 
ect Lambda is particularly strange — 
would Ian Johnson have preferred me to’ 
have raised such allegations without 
refuting them? I doubt it. T suspect*he | 
and others who have castigated the arti- 
cle believe the Phoenix should not have ' 
looked into the anti-Gibson charges at 
all. 

There is validity to the concern that 
such delicate issues as gay youth coun- 
seling and gay foster placement can eas- 
ily be misread by the moge homophobic 
readers of a “straight” periodical — but, 
as Thomas Reeves points out, the Gay 
Community News, which would have 
been a more appropriate forum for such 
discussion, has refused to deal at all 
with serious questions over Rev. Gib- 
son's administrative skills and suit- 
ability as a role model for confused kids. 
GCN, indeed, has chosen not to print 
anti-Gibson material it has uncovered, 
and more than one GCN staffer tried to 
talk me out of writing my story, fearing 
any criticism could damage an innova- 
tive and badly needed program. 

, But the Phoenix did not set out to 
“expose” Project Lambda at all— the 
idea was to explore the accusations al- 
ready raised (the more serious and least 
substantial of which had surfaced, un- 
challenged, in the Globe) and report on 
whatever was found. In doing so, the use. 
of anonymous sources became necess- 
ary because few of Gibson’s friends or 
enemies were willing to be quoted by 
name, but in no case did I include an un- 
corroborated complaint from an anon- 
ymous complainer with an obvious axe 
to grind. :

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orker control and 
conservative Vermo

The story is a natural, a tale of modern- 
day business that combines the best of 
Cinderella, David and Goliath, and 
currently popular views about the advan- 
tages of worker ownership and the incom- 
petence of large corporations. 

A giant conglomerate decides to shut 
down an asbestos mine and mill in rural 
northern Vermont rather than install 
anti-pollution equipment required to 
meet federal environmental standards. 
The move will put the company’s 178 em- 
ployees out of work in an area where jobs 
are extremely hard to come by. Instead of 
meekly accepting the shutdown, how- 
ever, the workers, led by the plant main- 
tenance supervisor, decide to buy the 
plant themselves. One year after the 
worker purchase, the anti-pollution dead- 
lines have been met, all debts have been 
paid off and all stockholders (most of 
whom are employees) have received a 100 
percent dividend on their investments. 
The company is making a substantial 
profit and the maintenance supervisor has 
become the chairman of the worker-run 
board of directors. 

Such is the basic history of Vermont 
Asbestos Group, a company now cele- 
brating its first anniversary under worker 
ownership, and the reason television cam- 
era crews and reporters have trooped to 
northern Vermont to help boost this suc- 
cess story into the realm of myth. 

But real life is often more.complex and 
less satisfying than myth, as the Phoenix 
discovered when it visited Vermont 
Asbestos Group to see for itself what 
worker ownership has accomplished in the 
past year and why the company is reap- 
ping such fat profits. 


“I hate to be classified as socialism . . . 
I don’t want that,” replies John Lupien, 
the man who started it all, when asked if 
he thinks his worker-owned company’s 
startling success might say something 
about the value of giant conglomerates. 

Forty-four year old Lupien was in 
charge of the company’s sizable repair 
operation when the GAF corporation, a 
big conglomerate which sells everything

from film to flooring, called a meeting of 
the mine’s employees in early 1974 to an- 
nounce it was going to shut the place 
down. A native of Quebec who had spent 
the last 18 years working maintenance in 
various mines, Lupien had moved his 
family only a year and a half earlier from 
a Canadian nickel mine near Hudson’s 
Bay to Vermont, where medical care was 
more easily available for an ailing child. 
He had come with the understanding that 
it would be a long-term job, and his wife 
and four children rapidly settled in to 
what they thought would be a permanent 
home. The meeting announcing the bad 
news hadn’t ended before Lupien resolved 
that he just wasn’t going to relocate with- 
out a fight. His family enjoyed the area, 
his kids had taken up skiing. They had 
moved too many times already. 

“I was like everybody else,” he recalls, 
lounging in his spartanly furnished of- 
fice. “‘We were upset, especially in an area 
like this there are no other sources of 
employment. ... I think the idea came 
out of the blue. Let’s try to do something, 
I thought. I went by the store [on the 
plant’s grounds] after the meeting. There 
were four or five people there talking 
about it, so I told them we should buy it. I 
guess it was my first reaction.” 

When he suggested this, John Lupien 
didn’t know it was a radical idea. He 
wasn’t looking to participate in an 
economic experiment. All he was trying to 
do was find a practical solution to their 
dilemma. He certainly never dreamed 
that the workers’ buying the plant would 
cause the stir that it has — or that he 
would find himself lecturing about it at 
oo Business School, as he did last 

all. 

Even today, he is more comfortable dis- 
cussing the practical decisions now fac- 
ing the company than he is speculating 
about the significance of worker owner- 
ship. As it turned out, worker ownership 
was simply the last resort, not something 
the workers passionately desired or fought 
for. 

“Frankly, I thought John Lupien was 
crackers,” admits Stan Parsons, a young 


native Vermonter who started out toiling - 


in the quarries and has since worked his 
way into a job in the payroll department. 
Parsons was planning to build his family a 
new house when he heard the bad news 
about the plant’s closing. Like everyone 
else, he didn’t know where he would find a 
new job in the area, but he couldn’t see 
how the workers could do anything to save 
their livelihoods. But as Lupien persisted 
in trying to bring about the sale, Parsons 
began to think it just might work. When 
employees were given a chance to buy 
stock in the proposed venture at $50 a 
share to raise the money for a downpay- 
ment to GAF, he decided to put a good 
chunk of his savings behind the idea. 

“I took a gamble,” he says. “I bought a 
considerable amount.” In December, Par- 
sons and all other stockholders got back 
the full amount of their investment, and 
since they still own the stock, there will be 
more, though certainly more modest, divi- 
dends in the future. Parsons is clearly de- 
lighted about his windfall. ““Now I’m go- 
ing to start on that house.” 

Raoul Snider, a machinist for VAG, 
had worked for the mine for 23 years when 
he heard of the shutdown. “I felt almost 
like a heart attack. At my age [61] I 
couldn’t have found nothing.”’ He was one 
of the majority of doubters when he heard 
of Lupien’s scheme. “It didn’t sound logi- 
cal. There wasn’t any money to buy it. It 
was a big undertaking, a scary thing in a 
sense. ... There weren’t many workers 
interested in the idea. They were talking 
hundreds of thousands of dollars. It just 
seemed out of the question.” 

Helen and Stanford Gelo,;. the town 
clerk and town treasurer, respectively, of 
Lowell, Vermont (population a bit over 
500), were as concerned as anyone when 
they heard about the mine’s closing, even 
though Mr. Gelo is retired. The Vermont 
Asbestos Group mine in Belvidere Moun- 
tain, one of the northernmost peaks of 
Vermont’s Green Mountains, straddles 
four towns, including Lowell, where it 
pays 46 percent of the town’s annual tax 
bill. Its contribution provides a substan- 
tial break to local taxpayers, who include 
many retired persons on fixed incomes 
like the. Gelos. 


“It would have doubled our tax bills,” 
says Mrs. Gelo. “Most of us thought we’d 
lost it for sure.” 

“But that John Lupien,” chimed in 
Stanford, sitting at the kitchen table en- 
joying a midmorning cup of coffee and one 
of his wife’s home-made donuts. “‘He’s got 
so darned much grit. Like a bulldog, he 
was. Once he got a grip he wouldn’t let go. 
I'll be damned if he didn’t do it!” Like 
many older people in isolated rural com- 
munities, the Gelos still speak with an 
old-time Yankee accent of the type now 
widely imitated in commercials for Pep- 
peridge Farm bread and “natural,” 
“country”’ cereals. 

And like most who have lived their en- 
tire lives near the asbestos mine, they 
don’t take the federal government’s fear 
of asbestos very seriously. 

“I worked there in 1930,” Mr. Gelo 
reminices. “At that time the old wooden 
mill was running. The dust was terrible. 
You couldn’t see across the room. It was 
like fog. Those fellas who worked are still 
alive and that was 46 years ago.” 


Health specialists regard asbestos, a 


fibre-like mineral valued for its fire-proof 
qualities, as a hazardous material. If in- 


haled, asbestos particles can cause res- 


piratory problems akin to the black lung 
disease suffered by coal miners. Other 
medical research has linked exposure to 
asbestos to a rare form of cancer. The En- 


‘vironmental Protection Agency guide- 


lines which prompted GAF’s decision to 
shut down require that the plant release 
“no visible emission” of asbestos part- 
icles to the air outside. 

“We haven’t had any deaths” re- 
marked Helen Gelo, ‘‘and-I’ve lived here 
all my life. Nothing has happened even to 
the people who have lived in the shadow 
of the mines. There are no jobs up here. 
As someone said, ‘Either you breathe a 
little dust or you starve to death!’ ” 

For the record, Vermont’s Occupa- 
tional Health Office reports that 16 cases 
of asbestosis (the equivalent to black lung 
disease) have turned up since the state 
started x-raying the workers at the mine 
in 1951. Dr. Jonathan Froines, who heads 
that office, noted that these are serious 
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‘Workers said John Lupien was when he

learned it’s working for the workers. 
cases entitling the workers to disability 


benefits. He believes there are many more 


workers who show less serious, but never- 
theless troublesome, symptoms. “One 
case is too many,” he says. Since the re- 
cent passage of the federal Occupational 
Safety and Health Act, the federal 
government, not the state of Vermont, po- 
lices the dust levels inside the plant, 
though the state hopes to continue its x- 
raying program. 

The health controversy notwithstand- 
ing, when the newly formed Vermont As- 


bestos Group offered some stock for sale, © 


Helen and Stanford Gelo dipped into 
their modest savings to become two of the 
small number of non-employee stock- 
holders. 

The task of turning skeptical workers 
into stockholders was not an easy one. 
John Lupien’s quiet reserve breaks mo- 
mentarily as he laughs, remembering the 
response he got at first. “It took some 
talking.” 

A couple of weeks after the announce- 
ment, the workers and concerned resi- 
dents in the area, like the Gelos, held the 
first of a number of mass meetings to dis- 
cuss their plight. They decided to call 
themselves the GAF Employees and 
Friends, and they elected a fifteen- 
member committee headed by Lupien to 
see what could be done. Their first move 
was to ask GAF to reconsider the shut- 
down. No dice. Then they decided to try 
to find a buyer for the mine. They ap- 
proached several large companies in the 
asbestos business. Lupien says they all 
begged off, telling him, “If GAF can’t 
make it, we can’t do any better.” Lupien 
believes the Lowell mine just isn’t big 
enough to be attractive to a big outfit. 

That left the workers with just one al- 
ternative: John Lupien’s seemingly crazy 
idea of worker ownership. Despite the 
seemingly endless and complicated ar- 
rangements necessary to make the sale 
possible, and regardless of a number of 
setbacks, the quixotic Lupien says he 
never lost faith that the workers could do 


it. 
And then, too, they did get more than a 
little help from important friends. Ver-

mont Governor Thomas Salmon, and the 
state’s Development and Community Af- 
fairs Agency headed by Donald Webster, 
did everything possible to assist in the 
purchase, acting as financial consultants 
and advocates at various stages. Webster 
notes that in a state the size of Vermont, 
which has a population smaller than that 
of Boston, the loss of 178 jobs would have 


paralyzed the entire northern region and. 


have necessitated shutting down a state- 
owned railroad. Without the railroad, a 


nearby talc mine, which also shipped by 


rail, might also have had to close. 

“Our most crucial role,” reflects Web- 
ster, “was getting EPA to be flexible 
enough to permit the miners to purchase 
the company.” With the help of Web- 
ster’s agency, EPA finally agreed to ex- 
tend the deadline for complying with new 
health standards by a year. 

The state also helped the miners deal 
with GAF and the bankers — persuading 
the former of the wisdom of letting the 
mine go for a sacrifice, salvage price, and 
the latter that the worker purchase wasn’t 
a crazy idea. The state funded a financial 
feasibility study on the project. 

“It blew the bankers’ minds,” says 
Webster. “Their first question was, ‘If it’s 
so profitable, why can’t GAF run it?’ 
Their second question was, ‘What makes 
the miners think they can run it?’ There 
was a lot of skepticism. ‘Where is the 
management?’ wanted to know.” 

The bankers told John Lupien “no” 
many, many times before the state of Ver- 
mont agreed to go all-out and guarantee 
the loans for a full 100 percent (instead of 
the customary 80 percent). When the 
loans became absolutely risk-free, the 
banks finally agréed to give the miners 
their money. 

A year ago this month, it all finally 
came together. For a price of $400,000 
plus inventory, the 178 employees became 
the owners of the mine and mill and took 
a new name, Vermont Asbestos Group. 

A month later, the workers attended 
their first stockholders’ meeting, many of 
them not quite sure what being a stock- 
holder was all about. They elected a 15- 
member board of directors according to 
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Stanford and Helen Gelo, town treasurer and clerk, also VAG ‘stockholders, feared

the new company’s bylaws. As it turned 
out, the at-large election seated seven 
workers on an hourly wage, seven salar- 
ied employees in management, and one 
non-employee stockholder. 

The first year of worker ownership was 
thereby launched. 


* * 

Outwardly, little has changed in the 
day-to-day operation of the mine and mill 
in the past year. Despite the seemingly 
radical arrangement, rural Vermonters 
tend to be a cautious, conservative lot, so 
VAG has not rushed into any drastic in- 
ternal reorganization. With the excep- 
tion of a new president, hired at the insis- 
tence of the lending banks, the mine’s 
management has remained the same as in 
GAF days. John Lupien, however, has re- 
cently given up his maintenance job to de- 
vote full time to planning the company’s 
future. The company’s union, Local 338 of 
the Cement, Lime and Gypsum Workers, 


which represents the 138 hourly wage-. 


earners, is still in existence and was ac- 
tive in contract negotiations last fall when 
the workers, technically, negotiated a 
contract with themselves. 

With basically the same management 
and structure, why, then, has VAG been 
so wildly successful? 

The first year’s financial record is, in 
fact, hard to believe. As it turned out, the 
company the bankers wouldn’t risk a 
dime on hardly needed any of their money. 
at all. Though $1.25 million had been set 
aside to pay for the pollution control 
equipment, VAG never had to use the 
borrowed money. The new equipment was 
paid for out of profits. Besides that, VAG 
was able to pay off the $250,000 it still 
owed GAF and to declare a 100 percent 
stock dividend. And, as if that weren’t 


_ enough, the workers received the highest 


wage increase in the union’s 23-year 
history. 

No doubt the company has been 
managed well in the past year, and no 
doubt workers’ morale has been en- 
hanced, but these are not the key con- 
tributors — much publicity to the con- 
trary — to the profits that have been roll- 
ing in. In the two years since GAF de-

cided to sell the mine, asbestos prices 
have climbed steadily. In the past year 
alone, it has risen 18 percent, while VAG 
production costs have held steady. 

“A lot of articles have reported that 
costs have dropped radically,” says Jerry 
Hammang, the VAG president who was 
hired on from a Vermont tool-and-die 
plant when the company changed hands. 
“That’s just not a fact. A lot of costs — in- 
surance, for example — increased be- 
cause we’re a small company. No costs 
have dropped radically. Productjon has 
been identical. There’s been no decline, 
but it hasn’t been enhanced. The nature 
of the industry doesn’t lend itself to 
dramatic production increases.” 

Though the workers report efforts to 
save money on equipment repairs and 
other expenses, the effects have yet to 
make themselves felt. Hammang says this 
may be in part because the new owners 
have faced some major overhauls that 
GAF postponed as it was phasing out. 
These repairs may have eaten up any sav- 
ings in other areas. 

For all the good press, the splendid suc- 
cess of VAG seems as much the conse- 
quence of fortuitous timing as the result of 
any cost cuts or productivity increases 
resulting from worker ownership. 

Whatever the reason for VAG’s suc- 
cess, the past year makes GAF’s asser- 
tion that it was not financially feasible to 
install the anti-pollution equipment look 
foolish. Many local people believe that 
GAF never wanted the mine (which it ac- 
quired incidentally in a corporate merger 
in 1967) anyway, and was just looking for 
a convenient excuse to dump it and write 
off the loss. According to Vermont offi- 
cials, GAF told them after making its an- 
nouncement that it believed the price of 
asbestos would remain constant in the 
coming years, an assessment which seems 
to have played a major role in the de- 
cision to shut down. Rumor around 
Lowell now has it that the GAF official 
who recommended the closing has been 
fired for his mistake, a rumor which GAF 
spokesmen deny. “Even if we had known 
about the price increase,” maintains Pub-

(D.-La.), Wayne Hays would be elected 
by acclamation as the saviour of all us 
male chauvinist pigs otherwise put to 
shame by the ferocity of Bella Abzug in 


the halls of Congress (Hebert received a 


bitter complaint from Congresswoman 
Patricia Schroeder, D.-Colo., who said 
that her amendment to a bill pending in 
the Armed Services Committee had been 


rejected on grounds of sexual discrimina- _ 


tion: “The only reason I lost,”’ she said, 
“is because I’ve got a vagina,” or words to 
that effect, and Hebert responded, “‘Yes, 
and if you’d’ve used that instead of your 
mouth, you would’ve won”). Wayne Hays 
is 64, and he’s had considerable experi- 
ence in brusqueness; he said he’ll marry 
the lady the day that Post editor Ben 
Bradlee makes an honest woman out of 
Post reporter Sally Quinn. 


Now that, in addition to.proving again | 


that Washington is a very small town 
where everyone knows everybody else’s 
business and is interested in it (most es-. 
pecially when there really isn’t any busi- 
ness to know), once more establishes, 
indirectly, that the Post and its people are 
public issues in the very town they cover. 


The Washington Star, which Jim Bel-. 


lows has rebuilt into one hell of a 
newspaper; the Washingtonian (a bitchier 
Boston); and the Washington Monthly — 
all regularly dissect recent happenings at 
the Post and murmur sweet nothings 
about the poeple who work there. The 
pressmen’s strike of the Post got more re- 


action than the gunfire aimed at the ~ 


Globe last year, some of it to the extreme 
displeasure of Post publisher Katharine 
Graham, who does not like people mak- 
ing vulgar remarks about her enterprise. 

To that, the unavoidable, if utterly 


 tactless, response is a guffaw. Suffused 


with meanness as it is, the warm glow of 
satisfaction which attends the sight of the 
journalist journalized is nevertheless un- 
deniable. Ah, the injured dignity, the 
wounded pride, the pitiable cries of an- 
guish at the terrible unfairness of some- 
body criticizing you for criticizing some- 
one else. There’s nothing that can hoist a 
writer quite as high as his own petard. 

Still, while the news will certainly send 
Richard Nixon scampering down. to the 
drugstore for the April issue of Esquire, I 
am constrained to report that James Fal- 
lows’s ad hominem “Big Ben,” published 
therein, does not include Bradlee’s 
petard. 
Fallows’s.scorn is good; I would give 
him a B.-. His derision is A+. His high 
moral tone is at least a good tenor, may- 
be even a soprano. And you cannot fault 
his doggedness: this is at least the third 
time he has taken pen in hand to sneer at 
Bradlee, and he’s worked the minor bugs 
out of his act. | 

But that leaves the major ones. It is al- 
together too clear that Fallows, notwith- 
standing that he has made Bradlee and 
the Post into a small private industry of 
his own, thoroughly dislikes the man but 
lacks the candor to write it down where 
everyone can see it. You gotta have the 
pretext of impartiality, I guess. 

But that pretext requires of him some 


very wrenching contortions: he con- 
demns as pretentions Bradlee’s former af- 
fection for frayed shirts and jackets with 
narrow lapels and then sniggers at his cur- 
rent, trendier haberdashery as an im- 
provement likely wrought by Sally Quinn. 

Dismissing the fact that Bradlee de- 
clined to allow the producers of All The 
President's Men to use his name in the 
movie of the Woodward-Bernstein book, 
Fallows finds conceit in Bradlee’s hospi- 
tality to the people involved in the 
production. 

He disapproves of Bradlee’s macho and 
profane style in the newsroom and of what 
he imagines to be Bradlee’s genteel style 
of discourse with Katharine Graham (Fal- 
lows describes Mrs. Graham as “proper,” 
which means that Fallows either doesn’t 
know Katharine Graham or does not 
know the definition of “proper’”’). Then he 
turns around and lacerates the guy for in- 
dulging his ability to speak French. 

Fallows applies several thwacks to 
Bradlee for openly living with Quinn, and 
then ‘complains that Bradlee didn’t des-_ 
cribe JFK’s amours in Conversations with 
Kennedy. Oh yes, and then Fallows notes 
that the book party for Conversations, to 
which most of the Post was invited, only 
afforded a couple or three hundred people 
an opportunity to buy the book at the 
author’s discount, which I guess is sup- 
posed to suggest that Bradlee should have 
paid for a-copy for everybody in the 
building. 

These attacks are significant. They en- 
ablé you to see that the ostensible hook for 
the piece — what sort of editor Ben Brad- 
lee is — had. very little to do with what 
Fallows wanted to write. He began with 
the view that Bradlee is proud, which is 
true, and that Bradlee thinks he has 
something of which to be proud, which is 
also true, and that he shouldn’t be. Which 
is false. So, having requested an.,inter- 
view — keep in mind that Bradlee has 
been Fallowsed before and so has some 


notion of what to expect — and having 


been refused, Fallows educes from that re- 
fusal yet another proof of Bradlee’s arro- 
gance. Which is pretty hard to do, be- 
cause this is what Fallows says Bradlee 
said: “I’ve just got my head up too god- 
damn high now, and [’wartit to bring’ it 
down. I hope'Yyou don’t hold it against 
me 


Well, ‘Ben, he did. At least the article 
makes it look as though he did. If he 
didn’t, he’s been eating too much cheese 
lately, and suffers other discomforts as » 
well, such as athlete’s foot. and the 
scourge of psoriasis. If this is not a hatchet 
job, George Custer emerged from Little 
Big Horn with his hair. Fallows doesn’t 
think that all-star cast you assembled is 
anywhere near as exciting, in covering the 
Church Committee, as it was when it was 
raising the hue and the cry that engen- 
dered the Ervin Committee: “The Post 
could not expect to pull down another 
President, and while it could inundate its 
readers with election coverage and keep 
the scandals coming, that still left a lot of 
slack time. It was not catch-up ball that 


_ needed to be played so much as figuring 


out the new rules. Ben Bradlee was no 
longer in his element.” 

And there, at last, we have it — a de- 
finitive statement of what it takes for 
Benjamin Crowninshield Bradlee to 
satisfy James Fallows that he deserves to. 
be the editor of The Washington Post: an 
unindicted co-conspirator in the White 
House. It’s a pity they knocked off Joe 
Baron out there on the Coast; if Bradlee 
could only have slipped a practicing mur- 
derer like him into the Oval Office, he 
could again run a pretty good newspaper.

Craig Waters, Boston Magazine's staff 
investigative writer, has been subpoen- 
aed to testify in the George Edgerly auto 
warranty fraud trial now going on in Lo- 
well. Following the advice of the maga- 
zine’s lawyers, Waters has also turned 
over to the prosecutors notes of all his 
interviews relating to Edgerly’s acti- 
vities. 

The notes were the basis of an explo- 
sive July, 1975 cover story — “A War- 
ranty for Murder,” penned by Waters 
with reporters John Halbrooks and 


Frank Phillips — which examined the -. 


fraud and murder charges involving 
Edgerly and others connected with Low- 
ell’s Butler Chevrolet dealership. After 
the current proceeding, Edgerly is due to 
stand trial for the murder of a General 
Motors investigator, Francis Smith, and 
the key witness in both cases, co-worker 
James Dolson, has told court observers 
he is furious with Waters for releasing his 
notes, which he claims contain off-the- 
record material. 4 

Waters, though, says that everything in 


tthe notes was on the record. “As far as- 


Dolson’s own part in the warranty fraud 
was concerned,” Waters said, “that was 


certainly on the record. He had admitted . 


that to a whole plethora of police auth- 
orities.””

.It looks like WBZ and its 71 locked-out 
cameramen and technicians, members of 
International Brotherhood of Electrical 
Workers local 1228, are not about to re- 
solve their bitter dispute..A source re- 
ports “less than no progress” at a meet- 
ing last Monday with federal mediators, 
and anether such session ha’ not yet even 
been, scheduled. Meanwhile, members of 
two, other trade unions, representing re- 
porters and stagehahds, continue to cross 
the IBEW picket lines. (The American 
Federation of Television and Radio Art- 
ists has little choice, apparently, since its 
current contract contains a strict “no- 
strike” clause.) But the IBEW probably 
has no real complaint (and isn’t com- 
plaining) with its brother ‘unions. Four 
maintenance men as well, members of the 
very IBEW local that is locked out, con- 
tinue to cross their own union’s lines and 
go to work.

Seeking to mest with the Presidents of 
a dozen Central and South American 
countries during the nine days he spent in 


six countries, Kissinger managed to as- - 


semble only half the heads of state he in- 
vited. And certainly none of these, nor the 
foreign ministers sent by other countries, 
marveled at the power wielded by the de- 


‘clining Secretary. 


Kissinger’s clout has diminished to the 
point where he was unable to achieve any 
of the major objectives of his trip: to stir 
up agitation against Cuba’s support of the 
Angolan MPLA; to pacify opposition 
mounting throughout Latin America to 
continued US control of the Panama Can- 
al; to defend US multinational corpora- 
tions; and, in general, to re-assert US heg- 


-emony in the Southern Hemisphere. 


What Kissinger’s tour did manage to do 


‘was further cement Latin American un- 


ity against the US government. 


Peru responded to Kissinger’s warning 
on Cuba by announcing the very day af- 
ter he left the opening of diplomatic re- 
lations with the MPLA. In Colombia, 
President Lopez Michelson was bold 
enough to declare, while Kissinger sat at 
his side, that his country would soon es- 


tablish relations with Angola. Clearly re- . 


ferring to Vietnam, Michelson commen- 
ted, after Kissinger expatiated on the Cu- 


ban presence in Angola, “This is not the’ 


first time one of the countries of the 
hemisphere has intervened outside the 
hemisphere.” He might have added that 
the US Armed Forces have been dis- 
patched to Latin American countries 
nearly 100 times over the same number of 
years. 

In Vesisanaia, Colombia and Costa 
Rica, Kissinger was pressured by the 
Presidents of these neighbors to Panama 
to sign speedily a new Panama Canal 
treaty. Kissinger’s conciliatory rhetoric 
bore little relation to the 12 years of nego- 
tiations since Panama broke relations 
with the US for a few months in 1964 to 
protest the US military’s killing of 22 
Panamanians. Kissinger has been unable 
to impede the unity in Latin America that 
is developing around the issue of Pan- 
ama, and he is afraid that that unity may 
extend to other areas. 

As for the operations of US businesses 
in Latin America, they received severe 
setbacks during Kissinger’s trip despite 
his attempts to smooth over mounting 
problems. In oil-rich Venezuela, which 


’ provides the US with 20 percent of its oil 


imports, US Occidental Petroleum Cor- 
poration has been blasted for bribing Ven- 
ezuela’s representative to OPEC (Organ- 
ization of Petroleum Exporting Coun- 
tries). Two Colombian Air Force com- 
manders are under investigation for re- 
ceiving pay-offs from Lockheed to pro- 
mote plane purchases. Since these cor- 
porations have depended for years upon 
such corruption to retain their power, re- 
taliation in the Third World will serious- 
ly weaken their ability to drain profits 
and resources from the world’s poorest 
countries. 

The tone for Kissinger’s tour was set 


_ when he landed on the South American 


continent on Feb. i7 in Venezuela and 


| was met by a cartoon, in a leading Ven- 


ezuelan newspaper, which mock-threat- 


‘ened, “If Kissinger gets difficult, we'll 


just nationalize him.” Venezuelans feel a 
new sense of pride since the recent na- 
tionalization and recovery of their main 
natural resources, oil and iron, from US 
corporations. The US is also threatening 
Peru for having nationalized the Mar- 
cona Mining iron ore operations last year. 


 zil’s status as a sub-imperialist power re- 


~ US has turned, in recent years, to such 


(Shepherd Bliss was raised in Panama 
and teaches Latin American studies in 
various Boston-area colleges.) 


But such threats from the US no longer 
have the decisive influence they once 
bore. 

There were no real surprises on Kissin- 
ger’s tour, neither in his rhetoric’nor in 
the protests that met him everywhere ex- 
cept in fascist Brazil and earthquake-torn 
Guatemala. In Venezuela police killed at 
least one demonstrator. In Colombia a 
group of 5000 students “and workers 
burned Kissinger in effigy, and the Sec- 
retary was stoned at the US Embassy in 
Lima. 

Only in the US client state of Brazil was 
the welcome warm. Kissinger responded 
by signing a special document declaring 
that the two countries would consult on 
“all major economic and political mat- 
ters.”” This is the first such agreement 
with a Latin American country which the 
US has signed, and a recognition of Bra- 


presenting US interests on the continent. 
In an effort to keep a “low-profile,” the 


sub-imperialist countries throughout the 
Third World to further its interests. Bra- 
zil is an ideal country for such purposes. 
With a population of over 100 million and 
a land mass roughly the size of the US, in 
area it is the fifth-largest country in the 
world, and the biggest, most populous in 
Latin America. Brazil borders, every 
Squth American country except two. Its 
12-year-old military dictatorship rules 
with an iron hand, which also means it 
will not hesitate to torture its opposition. 
As Kissinger’s original mentor, Nixon, 
commented when Brazilian dictator Gar- 
ratazu Medici visited the White House in * 
1971, “As Brazil goes, so goes Latin Amer- 
ica.’ 

Though Kissinger seems to share Nix- 
on’s view of Brazil, all Latin Americans 
do not. Colombia’s conservative daily El 
Tiempo compared. the;Cuba Kissinger 
condemned throughout his trip with the 
Brazil lauded by Héssinger: “The eco- 
nomic progress and social. accor#plish- 
ments in Cuba during 17 years of revolu- 
tion are the best arguments in favor of so- 
cialism in Latin America, whereas in the 
US-promoted Brazil the poor become 
poorer each day and the rich become rich- 
er, as the economy gfows more mort- 
gaged, dependent, and unequal.” 

Kissinger explained why the US signed 
the consultative agreement with Brazil as 
follows: “There are tio two peoples whose 
concern for human dignity and for the 
basic values of man is more profound than 
Brazil and the US.” When asked’ about 
the repeated incidents of torture and 
abuse of human rights in Brazil, as doc- 
umented even in the US Congress, he res- 
ponded, “It is not my obligation here pub- ~ 
licly to discuss internal Brazilian af- 
fairs.” 

Another major Latin American daily, 
Panama-America, reported that Kissin- 
ger wants to keep “issues such as Cuba 
and Panama isolated, in order to speak to 
each country on its specific problems. But 
Latin America now cries out as one voice 
in defense of its natural resources, ag- 
ainst imperialism and US-backed trans- 
national enterprises. The US policy of 
maintaining a disunited Latin America is 
now as unacceptable as a counterfeit dol- 
lar.” - 

Kissinger’s trip revealed that US pol- 
icy toward our southern neighbors has 
changed little in recent decades; our aim 
is still to protect US business and con- 
tain people’s struggles and “Commu- 
nism.” During the early 1970s this policy 
was effective, as the US helped put a stop 
to progressive governments and move- 
ments in Uruguay, Bolivia and Chile. But 
in 1976, after Vietnam, it is a different 
story. If Kissinger had visited Latin 
America in late ’74 or early ’75 as ori- 
ginally planned, he would have comman- 
ded the audiences of powerful men, as he 
has in all other parts of the globe in pre- 
vious trips during his three years as Sec- 
retary of State. But in 1976, neither Kis- 
singer nor the country he represents con- 
tinues to wield the power in Latin Amer- 
ica which was once the rule. 
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~-Chile: The ambassador's

“A manic trip of imperial- 
ism,"’ exclaimed Edward M. 
Korry, US ambassador to Chile 
from 1967 to 1971, describing the 
American policy toward Chile 
before he had asstmed his pro- 
consular duties there. Kerry’s in- 
congruous remark meant to sug- 
gest that his steadfastness dur- 
ing his stint restrained such ten- 
dencies. He was delivering an 
. impassioned defense of his ten- 
ure before a seminar given by his 
friend, MIT professor Ithiel de 
Sola Pool. He is seeking exon- 
eration for his own activities — 
not because he has undergone a 
- profound shift in political phil- 
osophy, but because, as a result 
of recent intelligence revela- 
tions, Korry’s image needs re- 
furbishing. 


Accordingly, he maintains 


that he has been treated shab-: 


bily by Senator Frank Church’s 
Senate Select Committee on In- 
telligence, which investigated 
CIA clandestine activities in 
Chile. Korry calls them “dis- 
honest, fraudulent hoaxters” for 
portraying him as complicitous 
in the plot against the elected so- 
cialist government of Chile. 
The Senate report in fact 
quotes Korry as sending this 


~ warning to a centrist Chilean 
political figure: “Not a nut or 
bolt will be allowed to reach 
Chile under Allende. Once Al- 
lende comes to power we shall do 
all within our power to condemn 
Chile and the Chileans to ut- 
most deprivation and poverty, a 
policy designed for a long time to 
come to accelerate the hard fea- 
tures of a Communist society in 
Chile.” Despite the extremity of 
this threat, Korry thinks that he 
behaved with remarkable lucid- 
ity, judgment and discretion 
amid the tangle of clandestine 
plotting within the embassy he 
managed. Furthermore, he in- 
herited a bad situation, which, 
he claims, he tried to redeem. 
Besides, “It’s not the guys,” the 
players, he feels, who should be 
blamed. Inevitably, “the sys- 
tem generates certain kinds of 
relationships which,” he adds in 
the spirit of dispassionate in- 
quiry, “need to be examined.” In 
his desperateness to salvage his 
position, he has contrived ra- 
tionalizations for his actions 
which are also mutually cancel- 
ing. 
In April, 1963, President John 
F. Kennedy met secretly in the 
White House with Eduardo Frei, 
the Christian Democratic leader 


and contender for the. Chilean 
presidency the following year. 
Korry contends that Kennedy 
pledged to support Frei by any 
means necessary. 
ted the ideal Latin leader to the 
New Frontiersman. Contrary to 
popular belief, the best and the 
brightest were not motivated by 
simple pragmatism and cool 
technical considerations. In Kor- 
ry’s version, they appear as high- 
ly refined ideologues, backers of 
right-wing social democrats 
around the globe as alternatives 
to both Communists and fas- 
cists. In a sense, they supported 
men like themselves, who im- 
plemented gradual social re- 
forms while preserving the es- 
sential economic structure. 
Korry quoted a 1967 Agency 
for International Development 
Program Summary to make the 
point that the Kennedy and the 
Johnson administration (largely 
staffed by JFK appointees and 
generally taking the same tack) 
instituted the policy which led to 
the catastrophe in Chile (and 
Korry’s own current difficul- 
ties). “US interest in Chile,” it 
states, “lies primarily in the piv- 
otal role Chile can play in dem- 
onstrating to Latin America and 
to the world that economic de- 
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velopment and social justice can 
be achieved in a democratic 
framework .... In Chile to a 
greater extent than in any other 
country the voters’ choice has 
narrowed down to two political 
forces: Communism and the 
Democratic Left.” US support of 
the “Democratic Left’’ pro- 
ceeded rapidly after JFK’s con- 
ference with Frei. 

In late spring of 1963, the Pres- 
ident attended a meeting of the 
Harvard Board of Overseers also 
attended by David Rockefeller. 
Kennedy asked Rockefeller for 
help in implementing the Alli- 
ance for Progress; the banker res- 
ponded by setting up the Bus- 
iness Group on Latin America, 
an organization for multination- 
al corporations and prominent 
Latin businessmen. 

Kennedy meanwhile decided 
to bolster Frei by covertly com- 
mitting “tens of millions of dol- 
lars in AID funds” which “ex- 
ceeded by far the large CIA flows 
to the same people for the same 
purposes,” according to testim- 


ony given by Korry in executive 


session of the Senate Select In- 
telligence Committee. The 
White House actively gathered 
all the resources at its command 
to elect its man. Korry says that 
US labor unions, Foreign Ser- 
vice officers, multinationals and 
Américan journalists and pub- 
lishers were recruited. 

The BGLA liaison in Chile, 
Augustin Edwards, head of the 
local subsidiary of IBEC, a Rock- 
efeller-controlled company, and 
publisher of the rabidly anti-Al- 
lende El Mercurio. newspaper, 
was “the centerpiece of the CIA 
effort,’ according to Korry. 
When Korry moved into the am- 
bassador’s home in Santiago, the 
maid told him that Edwards 
would often drop by without no- 
tice and make his way to the 
kitchen to fix a seen he was 
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practically a resident. 

In 1964, LBJ appointed Thom- 
as Mann Under Secretary of 
State for Inter-American Af- 
fairs. Mann was ordered to reor- 
ganize the State Department to 
parallel the structure of the. 
BGLA so that their actions 
might mesh. The President then ~ 
appointed a special election 
commission for Chile. It coor- 
dinated the covert campaign for 
Frei. This select committee con- 
sisted of Ralph Dungan, a top 
aide of Kennedy’s, MacGeorge 
Bundy, Mann and Desmond 
FitzGerald. of CIA. 

Soon after Frei’s victory over 
Salvador Allende, Dungan was 
appointed US ambassador to 
Chile. A few years later, when 
Korry succeeded Dungan, Dun- 
gan courteously supplied him 


“with the names of 15 Santiago 


residents who might be of assis- 
tance. Korry said in his secret 
executive testimony, ‘Almost 
everyone he recommended, in- 
cluding three clerics, had been 
funnels for and instruments of 
important CIA programs.” Dun- 
gan was quite intimate with the 


Frei regime. He was described to - - 


Korry by former US ambassa- 
dor to the Organization of Amer- - 
ican States Sol Linowitz as “a 
member of the Frei cabinet.” 

Dungan’s influence, needless 
to say, permeated the Chilean 
government. Korry claims to 
have been shocked by his dis- 
covery of “Ambassador Dun- 
gan’s effort through the CIA to 
win President Frei’s approval for 
the US to finance and to guide 
with one million dollars the na- 
tionwide organization of the 
Christian Democratic Party, of 
his pressurings to have the US 
reorganize the executive offices 
of the Chilean government, of his 
efforts to persuade at least one 
large US multinational to hire 
large numbers of Christian Dem- © 
ocrats and to fire Communists — 
and Socialists, and of his at- 
tempts to persuade President 
Frei to dump the Christian Dem- 
ocratic candidate for the 1970 
elections in favor of another 
whom he had arranged for the 
CIA to finance.” 

Another discovery also, he 
would have it, perturbed Korry. 
He testified with dismay that 
“more than 125 US Air Force 
personnel had been posted at 
three installations in Chile with- 
out any legal authorization from 
the Chilean government .... 
The US airmen in the project - 
were ‘white only’... .” 

The consequences of the Ken- 
nedy-Johnson policies were sum- 
marized by Korry this way: “The . 
relationship between govern- 
ment and business was sys- 
tematized and rationalized.” 
The objective, according to the 
AID document, was to prevent 
the establishment of a “second 
Soviet bridgehead in Latin 
America.” 

All of these efforts were un- 
successful in 1970, inasmuch as 
Allende finally won the pres- 
idency. By that time Korry was 
ensconced in the embassy. He 
became the “nut or bolt” man 
coordinating the economic stra- 
tegy against Allende. This cam- 
paign was termed “Track I” by 
the CIA and is documented in 
fine detail in the Senate Select 
Intelligence Committee’s report. 
These activities were the basic- 
ally time-honored devices of bri- 
bery, and so forth, accelerated to 
the point where the ensuing 
chaos would topple Allende. 
(CIA Director Richard Helms in 
a note written during a Septem- 
ber, 1970.meeting with Nixon 
described his goal as to “make 
the economy scréam.”’) In the 
period between Allende’s elec- 
tion and his assumption of of-

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Richard Dray:

In December of 1966, Kevin H. 
White returned from a week-long 
vacation, on the South Ameri- 
‘can island of Aruba, with his 
mind made up. The four-term 
‘Massachusetts Secretary of 
State would run for mayor of 
Boston. To announce the deci- 
sion, White called his two broth- 
ers and six of his closest friends 
and political advisers to his Bea- 
con Hill townhouse. Those in at- 
tendance would form. the back- 
bone of his campaign organiza- 
tion and, later, his administra- 
tion. They included Theodore 
Anzalone,. White’s first Assess- 
ing Commissioner, Edward Sul- 
livan, due to be deputy mayor, 
and Lawrence Cameron, a for- 
mer White law partner whose 
wife, Barbara, would become the 
Mayor’s chief administrative as- 
sistant. 


No one at the meeting, how- 
ever, would benefit from White’s 
eventual victory any more than 
Richard M. Dray, then a 33- 
year-old attorney on White’s 
State House staff. At the time of 
White’s decision to run for may- 
or, Dray was earning $11,000 a 
year as general counsel in the 
Secretary of State’s office. Six 
years later, his yearly income 
would reportedly reach $150,000. 
This increase did not result from 
any appointment to a high-level 
city job. Instead, when White as- — 
sumed the mayoralty, Dray 
opened a School Street law of- 
fice. From there, he has oper- 
ated as an extension of the White 
administration, attracting a host 
of prominent clients, especially 
housing developers seeking en- 
tree to City Hall. 


“His is the power of access,” 
says one source in the Boston Re- 
development Authority (BRA), 
the agency in which Dray’s clout 
has been felt the most. “People 
who have wanted influence with 
the administration have gone out 
and hired him.” 


Yet unlike other members of 
the long-time White inner cir- 
cle, Dick Dray has remained a 
behind-the-scenes power. He is 
an attorney whose clients have 
had frequent success in getting 
what they want from the city. 


The man who made the main © 


victory toast at White’s first in- 
augural ball remains a close per- 
sonal and political friend to the 
Mayor — and has served as a 
fund-raiser for him. “He’s gone to

a lot of the town’s heavy hit- 


‘ ters,” says one City Hall source. 


“After all, he’s represented a lot 
of them.” Known for an amiable 
manner, Dray is a drinking and 
golfing partner both to city of- 
ficials — such as Boston Rede- 
velopment Authority director 
Robert Kenney — and to bus- 
inessmen seeking favors from the 
city. The two groups have met, 
at times, at parties in Dray’s col- 
onial-style Milton home, pur- 
chased in 1970 for $60,000. 

“Dray really makes his living 
off his friendship with White,” 
says another City Hall observer. 
“White really has very few close 
friends. He’s a lonely man. Dray 
is a peer, a pleasant guy to spend 
time with. Of course it can be 
dangerous to have friends like 
Dray who see no conflict in 
knowing public officials and re- 
presenting clients doing bus- 
iness with the city. They can do 
things that reflect badly on you 
and which you have no control 
over.” 

In fact, the Mayor’s long- 
standing friendship with Dray 
could soon become an embar- 
rassment. Last month, follow- 
ing an Internal Revenue Service 
investigation, US Attorney 


James A. Gabriel’s office charg- 
ed Dray with failure to file fed- 
eral income tax returns for a 
four-year period beginning in 
1969, during which time his in- 
come allegedly totaled $313,000. 


If convicted, Dray faces a possi- 


ble year in prison and $10,000 
fine on each of the four counts. 
That Dray is taking the tax 
charges seriously became clear at 
his February 24 arraignment, 
when he appeared in US Dis- 
trict Court represented by Atty. 
James D. St. Clair, one-time 
Watergate counsel to Richard 
Nixon. There is no hint from fed- 
eral officials that Dray’s politic- 
al involvements led to the probe 
of his personal finances — or 
that his legal problems are in 
any way linked to his political 
friends. “This is just a simple 
matter of failure to file tax re- 
turns,” says US Atty. Gabriel, 
who adds, “I do not anticipate 
any spin-off investigations.” 
The Dray charges have none- 
theless sent shock waves through 
many parts of City Hall and 
friendships alone do no explain 
the stir. If only because of his fre- 
quent dealings with the city, a 
full-scale federal probe of Dray’s 
finances would focus attention 


on city agencies and perhaps city 
officials. Dray’s well-known role 
as a White fund-raiser has also 
prompted speculation that a 
probe of Dray could lead inves- 
tigators to the finances of White. 


campaigns. 


Dray’s business involvements 
with Boston include legal work 
on behalf of developers of at least 
eight Redevelopment Authority 
housing projects, including one 
in which he is a principal. He has 
represented clients seeking zon- 
ing variances from the city 
Board of Appeals, tax abate- 
ments from the Board of Asess- 
ors and permits from the Build- 
ing Department. He is also 
chairman of the board of a trash 
disposal firm which is currently 
doing work for the city. Further, 
some of his legal clients have 
been major donors to the White 
campaign treasury. And, in ad- 
dition to his friendship with 
BRA director Kenney, the two 
men’s wives are involved in a 
joint business venture. 
~ Both Dray and White have de- 
clined requests for interviews for 
this story. 

Although no stranger to many 
parts of City Hall, Dray is most 
often seen in the ninth-floor of- 


the spot 


fices of the Redevelopment Au- 
thority, whose director, Robert 
Kenney, rates Dray as a close 
friend. “I wouldn’t say he and I 
are out on the town every night 
but we have an occasional drink 
together,” says Kenney of his 
one-time Boston College High 


- School pal. “We’re very close. I 


play golf with him probably once 
a week, I suppose.” One BRA 


“employee says Dray appears at 


the agency more often than that: 
“He’s in and out all the time, he 
has a lot of clients up here, de- 
velopers looking for designa- 
tions or tax deals. He lives up 
here and virtually orders people 
around.” 

Perhaps no locale in the city 
better illustrates the Dray aven- 
ues of influence than a housing 
project for the elderly near East 
Boston’s Maverick Square. The 
301-unit Heritage Apartment 
complex bears the Dray imprint 
from the proposal stage right 
through to the gala dedication 
ceremonies. The $7.4 million 
project was conceived by the 
BRA, whose board chose Dray’s 
client, Lidapell Associates, as 
developer at the recommenda- 
tion of director Kenney. Lida- 
pell was not the only bidder but 
had apparently been confident of 
success with the city:-According 
to a former employee of an East 
Boston group that also bid on the 
project, Lidapell sought to con- 
vince its competitor to pool re- 
sources, stressing that the ser- 


_vices of Dray made Lidapell a 


good bet to gain city designa- 
tion. “They pointed out that 
their counsel was Dray,’’ recalls 
the former worker for the East 
Boston Community Develop- 
ment Corporation, “and said 
they were quite sure they'd get 
the project because of him. They 
even showed us pictures of Dray 
shaking hands with the Mayor.” 

The actual construction of 
Heritage Apartments was 
handled by a firm headed by yet 
another Dray client — Pea- 
body Construction, run by Ed- 
ward Fish, who describes him- 
self as a boyhood friend of 
Dray’s. 

Officials of both Peabody and 
Lidapell were among the largest 
contributors to Kevin White’s 
1975 re-election drive. The Lida- 
pell principals, in fact, appear to 
have donated more to the White 
campaign than officials of any 
other single firm. Thomas and 
Margaret Little and Val and 
Evelyn Somers, Lidapell princi- 
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pals and their wives, each gave 
White $1000 in both 1974 and 
1975 — a total of $8000. Sim- 
ilarly, three officials of Peabody 
Construction, Edward Fish; John 
Power, and James Power, donat- 
ed $1000 a piece in 1974. Fish 
chipped in another $100 in 1975, 
as did John Power's wife, Mar- 
ion. 

But Dray’s ‘involvement with 
the Heritage Apartments com- 


_ plex does not end there. When 


dedication ceremonies for the 
elderly housing project were cele- 
brated.in October, 1974, a cock- 
tail party was held to mark the 
occasion. The reception at East 
Boston’s Lombardo’s restaurant 
was arranged, say BRA sources, 
by, Daisy Associates — a.cater- 
ing firm run by Dray’s wife, Mar- 
garet, and by Katherine Ken- 
ney, wife of the BRA director. 
Contacted by the Phoenix, Mrs. 
Kenney at first denied that 


Daisy did any work for develop-:. 


ers also doing business with the 
BRA. “We did-do a party for sen- 
ior citizens in East Boston,” she 
said. When pressed, however, 
she added that the bill for the re- 
ception was “paid by Lidapell.” 

Director Kenney. sees no con- 
flict of interest in Dray’s and his 
wife’s working together in a bus- 
iness whose clients include BRA 
developers. ‘“‘My wife is very ac- 
tive and I encourage her to be ac- 
tive,’ Kenney told the Phoenix. 
“In these days of women’s lib, 
she has her life and I have mine. 
We don’t sit down and scheme 
all the time.” 

Daisy Associates has catered 
the dedication reception for at 
least one other BRA-sponsored 
housing project — the 
Mishawum Park project near 
Charlestown’s Thompson 
Square. At 337 units, Mish- 
awum is the second-largest ever 
undertaken by the BRA, and was 
built by Mishawum Park Assoc- 
iates — one of whose principals 
is Dray. Dray represented the 
firm before the BRA board. 

Dray has also gone before the 
-beard on behalf, of clients in- 
volved‘in at least six otherzexist- 
ing or planned housing projects. 
The projects and developers in- 
volved are these: 

@ Edison Green Associates. 
Designated developers for a 
highrise housing complex near 
Dorchester’s Edward Everett 
Square. One investor involved is 
Dray’s friend Edward Fish. 

@ Headstart Associates. De- 
velopers of \a planned 156-unit 
South End project. Fish is also a 
Headstart partner. 

@ St. Batolph Elderly Hous- 
ing. A 134-unit South End pro- 
ject developed by As- 
sociates.

Along with representing de- 
velopers, Dray on at least one oc- 
casion represented a utility con- 
tractor who has done business for 
the BRA. The contractor, Mod- 
ern Continental Construction of 
Cambridge, has done extensive 


site preparation work on the Wa- 


‘terfront and‘in the South End. 


Although the redevelopment 
authority is the agency in which 
Dray appears to be most active, 
it is not the only City Hall de- 
partment before which he has re- 
presented clients. Sources at the 


Building Department say Dray” 


regularly acts as an agent for cli- 
ents seeking building permits. 
Sources also say he frequently 
represents persons wanting zon- 


‘ing variances from the city 


Board of Appeals. In a recent 
case before that body, he repre- 
sented the Boylston Street law 
firm of Atwood, McGrath and 
Wright in its successful request 
for a zoning change allowing it to 
convert the historic Back Bay 
Mason House into offices. Fur- 


ther, Dray was active at one time 
im representing property owners 
seeking tax abatements from the 
Assessing Department. Records 
at the state Appellate Tax Board 
show that Dray’s law firm has 
handled abatement appeals for 
William J. Fitzgerald, a major 


Boston parking lot owner and ~ 


former city fire commissioner, 
and for Joseph Savino, a night- 
club and theater owner with 
large holdings in the Combat 
Zone. The same records, how- 
ever, tend to confirm reports 
that Dray has phased out his 
abatement practice — he has no 
pending cases on appeal before 
the state board. 

Dray is also involved with the 
city Public Works Department 
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— not, however, as an attorney, 
but rather as an investor in a 
firm that will benefit from a near 
million-dollar trash disposal 
contract recently awarded. Dray 
is a founder, director, major 
stockholder and chairman of the 
board of Reclamation Systems 
Inc. (RSI), a Cambridge-based 
trash disposal firm (see Phoenix, 
March 9). Considered a promis- 
ing investment opportunity in 
the late 1960s, RSI has been fi- 
nancially troubled since a 1971 
fire virtually destroyed its com- 
pacting facilities. The firm’s fi- 
nancial picture improved last 
October, though, when it was 
named as a subcontractor on a 
$979,690 contract for trash dis- 
posal in three city neighbor- 
hoods. Officials of SCA Disposal 
x bervices of New England — 


3 which won the city contract with 


a bid that included Dray’s firm 
as a subcontractor — declined tc 
discuss how much of the money 
involved will go to RSI. 

RSI president Robert Filet. 
cher, however, is quick to admit 
the city contract is important tc 
the company. “We’re young anc 
we've struggled,” he says. “Since 
our formation we haven’t had 2 
profitable year, but I think we’re 
pretty close to the break-even 
point now.” 

Boston Public Works Com- 
missioner Joseph Casazza con- 
cedes that he was aware of Dray's’ 
involvement in RSI before 
awarding the contract He says 
however, that neither Dray nor 
the Mayor’s office pressured him 
on the matter. 

It is easy to see why the Dray 
tax charges have raised eye- 
brows in so many quarters of city 
government — Dray is, after all, 
plugged in to so many of them. 
He has been one of the city’s best 
practitioners of the art of power- 


brokering. He is a special kind of - 


attorney, the kind of crucial in- 
fluence-wielder present — 
though seldom publicized — a- 
round virtually any politician. 
“Dray is proof of two axioms you 


often hear around City Hall,” 


says one former administration 
figure. “* ‘It’s not what you know, 
it’s who you know,’ and ‘Style is 
more important than con- 
tent.’ 

Just how a man with Dray’s 
apparent savvy could blunder in 
the manner alleged by the fed- 
eral government is a question be- 
ing asked by many political ob- 
servers. They will be watching 
closely to see if Dray and his at- 
‘ torney James St. Clair can pro- 
vide an answer, or whether the 
tax case will mean a fall from 
2 power for Richard Dray — and

There has been a rock ’n’ roll “scene” in 
Boston-Cambridge for over a decade, dat- 
ing back to the heady days of 1965 when 
the Remains and the Lost were filling the 
Rathskellar and the Barbarians posed the 
musical question, ‘“‘Are You a Boy, Or Are 
You a Girl?” But in the past five years or 
so, club audiences hereabouts have evin- 
ced a distinct preference for the so-called 
“boogie” bands, i.e., those units whose 
material is blues- or R&B-based and 
whose members favor a more technique- 
oriented approach and a rather “laid- 
back’’ appearance. 

During the past year or so, however, a new 
rock ’n’ roll milieu. has begun to spring 
up in Boston and its non-posh -sub-

urbs. The musicians’ roots are in the hard 
rock-pop of the mid-’60s but, like two 
splendid local bands from the earlier part 
of this decade, the Modern Lovers and the 
Sidewinders, they inform their work with 
a sense of "70s flash and humor. For lack 
of a better term, I have dubbed bands like 
Reddy Teddy, Fox Pass, Third Rail, the 
Boize and Mickey Clean and the Mezz, 
plus Willie “Loco” ‘Alexander, Marc Thor 
and Nola Rezzo, “punk nouveau.” 

To be sure, crowds are not storming the 
high school gyms or the doors of the Club 
in Cambridge or the Rathskellar (fondly 
called the Rat) in Boston, the only rooms 
in the two citiés consistently presenting 
these units. While the word is spreading, 
the funk-boogie bands are still getting 
most of the club jobs. 

Why the majority of Boston-Cam- 
bridge clubgoers prefers getting funked to 
punked is open to some speculation. Per- 
haps it is because Boston-Cambridge,

what with its tradition as an in- 
tellectual watering place and the 
college kids’ appetite for music 
fraught with ethnic roots and 
hard times, has been a folkie- 
blues haven since the hootenan- 
ny era in the early '60s. With-the 
exception of Aerosmith, who did 
have a hard core of local camp 
followers yet were all but ig- 
nored by Boston’s “alternative” 
media and made their headway 
by. tirelessly touring the work- 
ing-class Midwest, power-chord- 
ing, photogenic bands, unless 
they happen to be British, have 
seldom raised eyebrows in our 
town. Most of the fans want their 
rock with a dash of blues, a dou- 
ble dip of danceable John Lee 
Hooker / J. Geils boogie, and an 
absence of “‘la-la-la” high har- 
monies and sartorial splendor. 

The majority of the nouveau 
are in their early 20s and hail 
from middle-class suburbs like 
Arlington, Watertown and Aub- 
urndale. They do not musically 
genuflect to the black tradition 
and, therefore, one hears no te- 
dious, if proficient, writhing gui- 
tar solos on a 12-bar blues, no 
horn sections or irksome ex- 
hortations to “put yo hands to- 
gether an’ git funky.”’ They are 
guitar bands that place a pre- 
mium on instrumental econ- 
omy, and the expression of a sub- 
urban kid’s weltenschauung 
through self-deprecating lyrics 
and the popstar look. “Good 
playing,’ as ex-Modern Lover 
Jerry Harrison once told me, 
“isn’t real important.” 

The patron saints seem to be 
Lou Reed (his reputed deprav- 
ity aside, Lou stripped rock ’n’ 
roll to the bare bones with the 
Velvets, who definitively es- 
chewed “good playing”), Jag- 
ger-Richard (for style and gen- 
eral cockiness), Peter Town- 
shend (who perfected the power 
chord) and Natick’s Jonathan 
Richman, whose songs with the 
Modern Lovers and as a solo ar- 
tist on Beserkley Records are 
short stories, set to elemental 
chord changes, that celebrate 
the shared experiences and lo- 
cales common to the Boston su- 
burban kid’s cosmos. Rich- 
man’s oeuvre, like films in Wal- 
ker Percy’s The Moviegoer, ‘‘cer- 
tifies’”” said experiences and lo- 
cales (‘‘Route 128 when it’s cold 
outside’’) for the listener. 

While the nouveaux have yet 
to receive much attention from 
the local media, it is not for lack 
of trying. Many of the bands 
send out mimeographed public- 
ity sheets (sometimes accom- 
panied by Xeroxed color pics of 
their members at work and play) 
on their recent accomplish- 
ments and future projects. And, 
in an effort to solidify the entire 
scene, each band’s press re- 
leases also talk up the other 
groups. 

Some of the nouveax have 
managed to find their ways into 
recording studios to cut singles 
for cottage industry labels, of- 
ten operated by the groups 
themselves. The most popular of 
these 45s at this point is Willie 
Loco’s unabashedly sentimental 
ballad, ‘‘Kerouac,” (on Garage 
Records, backed by the tune that 
is evolving into the movement’s 
anthem: the primitive, churn- 
ing “certification” song, “Mass. 
Ave.” Fox Pass just completed 
their debut disc, an infectious 
piece of pop called “I Believe In 
Your Love” b/w “Prized Posses- 
sion,” for Paradise Records. Red- 
dy Teddy’s ‘““Novelty Shoes” and 
“Goo Goo Eyes,” a pair of antic 
rockers, came out in late 1974 on 
Flexible. Marc Thor and Nola 
Rezzo’s Indy has the unruly 
“Boystown Boize”’ by the Boize, 
co-authored by the label’s pro- 
prietors, with Thor’s own cin- 
ematic fantasy, “Holiday Fire,” 
as the flip. 

The 45s are sold, usually for 


$1.25, through the mail (al- 
though some may be found in a 
few shops around town) and each 
one, while sounding less than 
polished, has energy, commit- 
ment and, most important, a 
point of view. To its credit, 
WBCN has seen fit to play these 
records now and again, but there 
isn’t another station in town, 
with the possible exception of a 
college outlet, that will go near 
their raw sound. 

In light of all this activity, it 
was only a matter of time before 
someone decided to stage a fes- 
tival of punk nouveau ensem- 
bles. The idea came to fruition at 
the Club last week in a four- 
night ‘Bicentennial tourna- 
ment of the bands.” Organized 
by Fox Pass manager Bruce 
Miner in association with Club 
manager John Courtney, nine 
groups were booked to compete 
for a $500 prize. Three bands 
performed on each of the first 
three evenings, with the winner 
of each night, selected by aud- 
ience balloting, entering the Sat- 
urday night finale. 

Unfortunately, a few snafus 
put a slight damper on the pro- 
ceedings. Both Reddy Teddy and 
Mickey Clean and the Mezz de- 
clined to enter, thereby elim- 
inating the possibility of a true 
tournament of Boston rockers. 
And the polling system, ob- 
viously designed to spur crowd 
interest, made it possible for any 
of the nine groups to stuff the 
ballot box with their friends’ 
votes. Pre-tournament publicity 
had expressly stated that the 
“favorite” band would be de- 
clared the winner. Happily, the 
most worthy and original band 
emerged victorious. 

Wednesday: a thin crowd. 
Kicking things off is a four-piece 
group, known as the Marshalls, 
who cover English Invasion and 
Beach Boys hits. They sound like 
a little bar mitzvah rock band 


until the lead guitarist is turned | 
loose.*He is Eric Rosenfeld, once 


a Sidewinder, and a dazzling 
player. His showcase on the 
Rimsky-Korsakov collabora- 
tion, “Bumble Boogie,” leaves 
mouths agape. !Otherwise, the 
Marshalls are harmless. 

The room is buzzing about 


what appear to be pieces of junk 
sculpture scattered around the 
dance floor. There is a pair of 
Stubby smokestacks that have 
been in a fender bender. A pair of 
antique hat stands. Two bass 
drums, spray-painted gold, with 
two more bass drums nailed on 
to them, end to front, look like 


sewage pipes. The hat stands 
will eventually support the 


smokestacks, which turn out to 
be suspended floor tom-toms. 
The two pairs of bass drums look 
imposing but sound hopelessly 
muffled. This conversation piece 
is pummeled by the sticks of Pep 
Perrine, who looks a little like 
Gregg Allman and reportedly 
played with the legendary Bob 
Seger in Detroit. His quartet, 
Pep’s Energy, transmits only 
lethargy to the crowd. The drum 
kit, however, deserves some sort 
of award. 

Tonight marks the first per- 
formance by Willie Alexander’s 
Loco Boom-Boom Concert Band. 
Willie, who looks like a lanky 
sheepdog with a broken nose, 
was an original member of the 
Lost, later joined Bagatelle, and 
toured Europe with the Lou 
Reed-less Velvets. It has been a 
while since he has fronted a band 
(he has enlisted three-fifths of a 
group called Wild Honey) and he 
feels a mite uneasy. 

One wouldn’t know it once his 
set commences, though. He cuts 
a figure that is simultaneously 


dashing and absurd, in a 1967 


military jacket, flowing pink avi- 
ator’s scarf and tattered jeans. 
Grinning crookedly as he lur- 
ches toward his battered elec- 
tric piano and toses his jacket at 
the drummer, Willie leads his 
group through a set that amal- 
gamates °50s harmonies with 
flaring power chords, wo-wo-wo’s 
in a half-giggling, half-gagging 
falsetto-to-baritone, and some 
Beat conceits. Behind Him, the 
lead guitar is searing and the 
bass and drums lock into a bot- 
tom-heavy ‘‘boom-boom pri- 
mitivo” rhythm. The high point 
occurs on “Kerouac,” during 
which the’ guitarist sustains a 


mournful, cello-like cry and Wil- 


lie impassionedly delivers his 

-hommage. It is a moment to re- 

member. 
As if you hadn’t guessed, Wil- 


lie and band win. 

Thursday: the Club is even 
less crowded than on the pre- 
vious night. We start with the 
High Heels, who wear sneakers. 
They are a four-piece unit whose 
hard rock is decidedly nondes- 
cript. The girl at the next table 
thinks the ‘bassist resembles 
Queen’s Freddie Mercury, which 
could amount to a vote for the 
band. 

Third Rail is second. They are 
a quintet featuring a heavily 
Reed-influenced lead singer 
named Richard (‘It’s better 
than calling myself ‘Dick’ ’’) 


Nolan, who looks suitably cad- 


averous in a black suit with grey 
vest and shades, and two lead 
guitarists, the tousle-haired Mr. 
Curt and Mener Shene, whose 
name summons up images of a 
nefarious Jew from a Dickens 
novel. Third Rail is the most 
“theatrical” of the nouveaux. 
They work in the same areas as 
the Velvets and, to a lesser ex- 
tent, the Doors. Their songs of- 
ten examine the ghastly (one 
number delineates the dilemma 
of a b & d enthusiast who inad- 
vertently does away with his girl- 
friend), and the structured rhy- 
thms, furiously stopping and 
starting beneath the howling 
guitars, can be quite effective. 
They stay on too long tonight but 
are in reasonably good form. 
The Boize, Indy Records’ hit- 
makers, affect the moppet-con- 
tempo look and are regarded as 
the favorites to win in this flight. 
They are a four-man group with 
a beer-swilling front man named 
John Kelly. Working-class guys 
from Somerville, the Boize sing 
of desiring a “Green Line Girl” 
and hymn the joys of “Beer,” 
which they copped from the New 
York Dolls’s arrangement of Bo 
Diddley’s “Pills.” The band has 
problems, however. Kelly’s vo- 
cals are a little too unhinged (in- 
deed, most of the lead vocalists 
for these groups have little re- 
gard for correct intonation), Bil- 
ly Connors’s guitar is not strong 
enough to go it alone, and Paul 
Robinson’s drumming con- 
tinually drags the tempos. 
Following this evening’s round 
there is a sticky wicket at the 
polling place. The initial re- 
turns indicate that Third Rail

will advance to the finals, but a 
few ballots discovered at the bar 
give the nod to the High Heels by 
a single vote. Perhaps Third Rail 
will soon dedicate a song to Sam- 
uel Tilden. 

Friday: the place is packed. 
Leading off is the Infliktors, yet 
another quartet, which formed 


version of an obscure Dylan song 
called “Odds And Ends” and 
maintain the energy level for the 
better part of their 40 minutes. 
Lee Infliktor, who affects a Jag- 
ger-esque weary drawl when he 
sings, is frightfully emaciated in 
a black vest and white chest. He 
sports a black velvet Beefeater 
hat and his sunken, blue-shad- 
owed eyes look like those of ac- 
tress Carol Kane. For the piece 
de resistance, the four chaps 
drop trou to reveal the group’s 
name spelled out on the seats of 
their boxer underwear. A hit, 
both musically and visually. 

The Rich Kids are scheduled 
to follow but they have been re- 
placed, because of illness, by — 
gadzooks! — a blues-rock sextet 
from North Reading called the 
Back Alley Band. Their line-up 
includes three saxophonists, one 
of whom doubles on vocals and 
harp, and what must charitably 
be termed a rhythm section. As 
they stumble their way toward 
the inevitable ‘Messin’ With the 
Kid,” the dance floor becomes 
congested with their vociferous 
legions while the punk nouveau 
partisans groan. 

Fox Pass, fresh from their fav- 
orable reception as Orpheum 
openers for Roxy Music, wind up 
the last night of the prelims. The 
foursome projects an image that 
is part sport and part pool sharp. 
Lead singer-rhythm guitarist 
Jon Macey, the band’s writer, is 
an articulate lyricist who fo- 
cuses his attentions on love and 
hate, mordantly humorous sub- 
urban depression, and rock ’n’ 
roll itself. He can also tufn out 
“commercial” melodies, which is 
a plus. The band, with guitarist 
Michael Roy’s apposite leads 
pushed by the punching rhythm 
team, can strut. They are also 
tight and developing a com- 
mendable repertoire. Despite 
these merits, they are ousted by 
the late entry, the Back Alley 
Band, whose victory has set the 
stage for a boogie-versus-nou- 
veau rocker confrontation to- 
morrow night. ; 

Saturday: the Club is jam- 

med. The odds-makers are not 
giving the High Heels much of a 
chance. The North Reading con- 
tingent is very much in atten- 
dance, but so are the Boom- 
Boom boosters. 
After some pre-show haggling _ 
between the participants and 
management, a coin toss de- 
cides that Willie Loco will lead 
off, followed by Back Alley and 
the High Heels. Willie Loco 
seems distracted. His moves are 
a bit stiff. The guitar and inces- 
sant tom-toms do not slash and 
thunder as they did on Wednes- 
day night. Wild applause and an 
encore, nonetheless. 

Back Alley go through their 
paces as their backers cheer. The 
High Heels, sounding sharper 
than on Thursday evening, seem 
resigned to-defeat and close with 
an original entitled ““Go Down 
Fighting.” 

There is a lull before the re- 
sult is announced. Mickey Clean 
of the Mezz, who has a bound- 
less love for the sound of his own 
voice, is a hilarious commenta- 
tor. He takes the opportunity to 
introduce “celebrities” in the 
house, wr¥ly discourses on each 
band (it is not difficult to deter- 
mine where his sentiments lie) 
and plugs his group’s upcoming 


gigs. 

With all precincts in, Mr. Curt 
of Third Rail delivers the ver- 
dict. Willie Loco’s band has top- 
ped the field with 42 percent of 
the vote. There is a short period 
of pandemonium. 

It is New Year’s Eve for punk 
nouveau in Boston. 
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Truffaut and Penn praise pedagogy

The double bill of The Mir-, 
acle Worker and The Wild Child 
(beginning today, Sunday, at the 
Kenmore and running through 
Tuesday) is inspired program- 
i ing. Both movies, the first direc- 
ted by Arthur Penn and the sec- 


ond by Francois Truffaut, are 


based on actual lives and cele- 

brate the transformation of dam- 

aged and deprived children into 

human beings, thanks to the in- 

_ tervention of exceptional teach- 

ers. And one of the films, The 

a Wild Child, can dare to claim a 
place among the masterworks. 


The premises of the two films 
are almost identical. (Truffaut, 
indeed, once tried to acquire the 
film rights to the play from 
which The Miracle Worker is 
adapted.) A young child (eight 

: years old in The Miracle Wor- 
" ker, 11 or 12 in The Wild Child) 
9 has failed because of some-un- 
usual circumstance to .acquire 
many human skills, especially 
the ability to communicate sym- 
bolically. In The Miracle Wor- 
ker the child is Helen Keller, 
who became deaf and blind as 
the result of an illness-when she 


Wild Child it is a French boy, 
eventually named Victor, who 
grew up in the woods without hu- 
man company, apparently hav- 
ing been abandoned by his par- 
ents’ when he was about four. 
Both children have less lan- 
guage than barbarians; they can- 
not read or write, they cannot 
speak or understand speech, and 
e they lack many other customary 
Re forms of civility. Helen, for in- 
stance, is subject to outbursts of 
raging misbehavior, while Vic- 
tor rejects having his hair cut or 
his body cleaned and even has 
difficulty walking upright. 


In each case, however, a teach- 
- er enters, the child’s life with a 
devotion at once both compas- 
sionate and obsessive. But this 
dedication does not stem from 
altruism. Anne Sullivan, Hel- 
en’s teacher (played here by 
Anne Bancroft), wrote friends 
that she simply needed a job; 
and Jean-Marc-Gaspard Itard 
(Truffaut himself assumes the 
role), the 18th-century French 
physician who taught’ Victor, 
saw in the capture of the wild 
child a chance to study scientif- 
ically the intellectual and moral 
development of an uneducated 
savage. Both teachers transcen- 
ded their original motives, how- 
ever, grew to love their pupils 
and, finally, by giving language 
to Helen~and Victor, brought 
them fully into the human com- 
munity. 


was 19 months old, while in The

For films made in the 1960s, 
both The Miracle Worker and 
The Wild Child boldly espoused 
heretical notions of education. 
The ’60s were a time when nu- 
merous and influential repre- 
sentatives of academe were de- 


nouncing thé authoritarianism of. 


the classroom and the tyranny of 
the book. Finding wisdom. in the 
careless visions of Marshall Mc- 
Luhan, camera-toting profes- 
sors of literature or sociology as- 
sailed their colleagues for as- 
signing “print-heavy” reading 
lists, for_giving lectures, for re- 
quiring exams, In the public 
schools and the nurseries, teach- 
ers and parents rallied ‘round 
Summerhill and danced on Mc- 
Guffey’s grave. 

The Miracle Worker (1962) 
and The Wild Child (1970) res- 
olutely oppose. these fashions 
with traditional; indeed, old- 
fashioned ideas about educa- 
tion. Staking out a position clos- 
er to Durkheim than-to Rous- 
seau, they both suggest (pace El- 
Ién McCormack) that a child 
without culture is not yet a per- 
son but merely an animal with 
the potential to become a hu- 
man being. Learning, especially 
the acquisition of symbolie lan- 
guage and. moral standards, is 
the sine qua nor of humanity. 

In a series of bravura scenes 
early in the movie, Truffaut’s 
film anticipates, summarizes 
and honors education’s capacity 
for elevating people above na- 
ture. A very long shot, showing 
an immense expanse of meadow 
and forest, picks out the naked 
figure of the wild child scamper- 


ing through the wilderness until 
he stops in a tree to look out sus- 
piciously at the hunters and dogs 
who are chasing him. Then a 
slow zoom moves in on him, fin- 
ally isolating him (just as edu- 
cation will -eventually isolate 
him) from his natural surroun- 
dings. A moment later the boy 
demonstrates what he has be- 
come in the woods: he wrestles 
one of the dogs to the ground, 
bités its throat and breaks its 
neck. For Truffaut, nature is a 
Hobbesian jungle, and culture 
sanctuary. 

So the climax of The Wild 
Child takes place when Itard dis- 
covers that Victor has de- 
veloped a sense of justice, as the 
glorious moment of The Miracle 
Worker occurs when Helen 
grasps the notion, so fundamen- 
tal in symbolic communication, 
that words are names of things 
(and qualities and events and 
ideas). Both, films, particularly 
The Wild Child, go further with 
this radical assertion of the su- 
periority of culture to nature“by 
suggesting that love, peace, hu- 
mor, even spontaneity and play 
are the fruit of learning. Only 
culture can soothe the savage 
breast. 

Neither film, ies shrinks 
from acknowledging and accep- 
ting the brutality which inheres 
in the process of transmitting 
culture. Annie Sullivan finds it 
necessary to use coercion to com- 
pel Helen’s obedience; she in- 
sists on segregating Helen from 
the indulgent love of her mother 
so that she can maintain greater 
control over her; she gladly en- 


courages affection between her- 
self and Helen the better to man- 
ipulate, the learning process. She 
is willing, in short, to exploit the 
idea, preached in McGuffey’s 
primers, that children should 
learn to read so*that their par- 
ents will love them miore. 

Itard has much the same view 


of education and he, too, res- - 


trains the undiscriminating love 
his housekeeper has for Victor 
because he ‘fears it will interfere 
with his education. His pre- 
sumption is that some degree of 
frustration helps to propel stu- 
dents forward. At the same time 
he insists on cutting off Victor 
from many of the pleasures he 
learned in the woods, forces him 
to live by the rules of Itard’s own 
social circle, and continues to in- 
struct him even when the boy re- 
bels against the difficulty or 
boredom of the task. Like Sul- 
livan, Itard knows not only that 
love is not enough (as Bruno Bet- 
telheim once put it), but that it 
can be harmful. 

The use of such stern meth- 
ods, which many people now rit- 
ually deplore, does not mean 
that Anne Sullivan or Dr. Itard 
were hard-hearted. On the con- 
trary, as both films make man- 
ifest, they felt considerable af- 
fection for their pupils, whom 
they ordinarily treated with pa- 
tience and tenderness. Anne Sul- 
livan was as proud and loving as 
any parent when Helen learned 
new words, asked intelligent 
questions or lay her face fondly 
against one t Braille‘ books. 
Though Itard was more res- 
trained in his manner, a grave 


plex and subtle instruction; they 


sweetness shone through his ana- 
lytic calm not only in his writ- 
ings but in Truffaut’s portrayal. 
It may have astonished them, 
but the work which Sullivan and 
Itard undertook to make money 
or a scientific reputation soon 
evolved into love. 

In any event, the center of 
each film is not the child, nor the 
child’s desire or capacity to 
learn, even less the child’s in- 
nate goodness, but, rather, the 
relentless teacher who can hard- 
ly bear to stop giving lessons. 
Patty Duke as Helen and Jean- 
Pierre Cargol as Victor both give 
memorable performances, but 
they do not overshadow Anne 
Bancroft or Truffaut. The title of 
The Miracle Worker leaves no 
doubt who its hergine is and, 
while Truffaut’s title points in 
the other direction, everything 
else singles out the physician — 
including, perhaps, the casting. 
Itard’s last words, spoken after 
Victor has run away and then re- 
turned home upon discovering 
he is no longer fit to live in the 
woods, bear witness to-Truf-. 
faut’s joyous sympathy for the 
pedagogue. “‘Victor,” Itard says, 
“you're an extraordinary youth, 
a youth of great expectations.” 
And then he adds in acalm voice 
as the boy climbs the stairs to his 
room, .““Tomorrow we shall re- 
sume our lessons.” 

In expressing more joy and 
confidence in the value of cul- 
ture than films usually do, these 
movies celebrate, by extension, 
all those who work with difficult 
children. Surely many ther- 
apists and teachers will see in 
The Miracle Worker and The 
Wild Child parallels with their 
own situations and emotions. No 
doubt many of them, working 
with children as damaged as 
Helen and Victor, have some- 
times hoped for a monopoly over 
their time and attention, es- 
pecially when parents appear to 
cause much of the trouble. But 
the two films equally honor par- 
ents themselves — in the spirit 
of Aldous Huxley’s remark that 
he did not believe in miracles 
but.nearly did when he remem- 
bered that, 18 years after the col- - 
lision of a sperm and an ovum, a 
child is able to write a sonnet, 
Not all children acquire such 
skills, and probably everyone 
grows. up damaged in some sig- 
nificant way by parents, yet

“I don’t like to label what I’m 
doing as jazz.” 

“Music shouldn’t be categor- 
ized.” 

“Call what I’m playing what- 
ever you like — I don’t call it 
anything.” 

“There are only two kinds of 
music: good and bad.” 


Such complaints have be- 
come fairly common in recent 
years, as more and more music- 
ians make it clear that they don’t 
want labels attached to their 
music. Those who play the mu- 
sic traditionally identified as 
jazz have been particularly vo- 
cal in their reaction against a 
term which they had no role in 
choosing and which to many still 
connotes second-class musical 
citizenship. The international 
proliferation of the music in the 
past decade — jazz-samba, jazz- 
raga, jazz-rock, etc. — has rein- 
forced the de-labeling move- 
ment, as a steadily growing num- 
ber of performers claim to oc- 
cupy a musical stratum beyond 
category. 


To label or not to label is a 
question I'll reserve for another 
time; for the present, I’m more 
intrigued by the prospect that 
artists generally identified in the 
public mind as jazz musicians 
can draw productively on other 
idioms. I must admit that most 
efforts at synthesis, whatever the 
combinations, strike me as su- 
perficial mixtures, oil-and-wa- 
ter affairs in which intent often 
substitutes for content. The var- 
ious streams of world music 
have, for the most part, contin- 
ued on their separate courses; 
yet the rare individual does ex- 
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ist who can blend several dis- 
parate sources into a powerful 
and personal brew. One such 
synthesist visited Boston just 
last week. 

His name is Dollar Brand and 
he was born and raised in South 
Africa. As a young man in the 
port of Capetown, Brand ab- 
sorbed a variety of music that 
shaped his own approach to the 
piano: the European tradition of 
Beethoven’s sonatas and Cho- 
pin’s miniatures, the sophistica- 
ted -writing and ‘“‘orchestral’’ 
playing of idols Duke Ellington 
and Thelonious Monk, and the 
rolling swagger of unnamed gos- 
pel and boogie woogie pianists. 
The geography of the African 
continent made Capetown a per- 
fect crossroads for schooling in- 
quisitive musicians, but Brand 
was never totally turned around 
by these imported influences. 
The spirit and substance of Af-

rican melodies and African rhy- 
thms are the glue for Brand’s 
eclectic synthesis, and whether 
he is serving up a Monkish dis- 
sonance or a_ near-classical 
andante, the single unfailing 
constant in his music is the echo 
of his tribal (specifically Basuto 
and Bushman) heritage. Yet he 
chooses to perform in a most 
European of situations, the con- 
cert recital for solo piano. 
Brand had been to Boston 
once, 10 years ago, as a member 
of an Elvin Jones combo, but the 
March 7 benefit concert for the 
victims of the Jamaica Plain fire 
was his first opportunity to play 
his own music locally. (The ben- 
efit, held at Emmanuel Church, 
was an encouraging success; a 
full house heard Los Bravos, 
Claudio Roditi, Stanton Davis, 
Ronnie Gill and the Boston Jazz 
Orchestra, in addition to Brand.) 
After being introduced by his 


Moslem name Abdullah Ibra- 
him, Brand, tall and slender, 
emerged from the wings. The 
physical image (white turtle- 
neck, dark jacket, rigid carriage 
from the waist up, a stealthy 
lope as he approached the pi- 
ano) suggested perhaps a bit too 
much of the stark and serious, 
and, indeed, Brand plunged 
right into his keyboard musings 
without any niceties. As a 
thoughtful ballad,. its inner har- 
monic shifts initially lost in the 
echo of the church, found its 


tranquility broken by whole-tone _ 


scales a la Monk and other dis- 
sonant touches, the context still 
seemed familiar jazz solo piano. 

Then things began to happen 
— the bass line turned te a rum- 
ble, flowed first into sustained 
middle-register chords of mil- 
itary majesty, then into rolling’ 
chant-like riffs and gospel blues 
complete with tremolo. Changes 


of this nature followed one upon 
the other as high-life patterns re- 
solved to brooding minor scales 
and percussive left-hand smears 
were hollowed out to reveal del- 
icate, near-romantic cores. Ten 
minutes into the performance 
Brand was in complete control of 
this particular piano’s sound, 
and he began to thicken and 
thin, accelerate and retard his 
lines at will. When some mem- 
bers of the audience began to 
keep time on one of the livelier 
sections, Brand brought them up 
short with a delicate ballad. The 
entire performance was one un- 
broken stream of tantalizing 
melodic scraps which carried a 
variety of implications — if one 
riff seemed to refract the spec- 
trum of “traditional” blues pi- 
ano styles (boogie, stride, four- 
to-the-bar), the next would util- 
ize tremolo to simulate an Afri- 
can drum choir. 


By the end of his 45-minute 
petformance, which concluded 
with nods to Eubie Blake 
(““Memories of You’’), Ellington 
(“Solitude,” ‘‘Come Sunday,” 
“Drop Me Off in Harlem’’) and 
Monk (‘Blue Monk,” “Crep- 
escule with Nellie’’) plus his own 
““Ode to Duke” and “Monk from 
Harlem,” Brand had totally dis- 
sipated the rigid image created 
by his entrance. Nothing could 
have been less stifling and se- 
dentary, in fact, than the pi- 
anist’s up-tempo African riffs, 
which found him kicking, chan- 
ting and barely able to stay te- 
thered to the piano stool, and 
which led more than one mem- 
ber of the audience to wonder if 
Keith Jarrett hadn’t taken in-

SAY IT AIN’T SO (A&M) 
Murray Head. If the name 
rings a bell, please don’t smirk. 
Yes, Murray Head was the star 
of the original Jesus Christ 
Superstar and the bisexual darl- 
‘ing of Sunday, Bloody Sunday, 
but we all make mistakes and 
. well, like Presidents, critics 
suffer from credibility gaps, so 
how can I convince you that Say 
It Ain’t So is the finest album yet 
to grace 1976? Imagine Colin 
Blunstone with an edge of hys- 
teria and a hint of vintage Ste- 
vie Winwood. Then try to recall 
the last pop album which you 
could confidently call brilliantly 
sung. Head can build from a 
smoky murmur to a keening 
shriek and, instead of its being 
mere pyrotechnics, it means 
something emotionally. His 
combination of intense roman- 
ticism and fierce vocal intelli- 
gence, of tremulous heart and 
acute mind, .yields a welcome 
contradiction in terms: a virile 


wimp. And, as if his own vari- 


‘colored voice weren’t enough, the 

backing vocals — sometimes by 
men, at others by women, often 
by Head himself — are arranged 
with extraordinary imagination; 
never hackneyed, they provide 
ominous undertones, exultant 
echoes, swirling cathedral chor- 
uses. 

But this isn’t all: Paul Sam- 
well-Smith’s production ingen- 
iously blends high drama and a 
startling rang of textures. Three 
acoustic guitars (played impec- 
cably by Bob Welch, Alun Dav- 
ies and Jim Cregan) and acous- 
ticibass will engage in thick, elo- 
quent counterpoint; or a shim- 
‘mering electric piano intro will

unfold into a muted heavy me- 
tal riff. Somehow the arrange- 
ments are both dense and-float- 
ing, melding opposites like 
Head’s vocals. 
hardly a fashionable word these 
days, but this studio band, 
whose past credits include stints 
with Cat Stevens, Family and 
Fleetwood Mac, manages to 
combine taste with subtle 
punch. 
’ Head is, to be sure, a deriva- 
tive artist, not only in his sing- 
ing but in his writing. Yet his 
artful fervor enables him to 
transcend his sources. Thus he 
transmutes something so banal 
as the chorus from “Take Me 
Home, Country Road” into a 
fresh refrain that tugs at the 
heart. His songs are deceptive: at 
first they seem wispy, but 
they’re insinuating. Only after 
several listenings do they make 
themselves fully felt, and then 
they're unforgettable.

Miles and company at their most 
gratingly predictable — trite 
riffs, overworked trumpet licks 
and Pete Cosey’s shrill guitar 
grandstanding — with the ex- 
ception of one Sonny Fortune so- 
prano solo. 

Enrico Rava, an Italian trum- 
peter known primarily for his 
work in experimental settings, 
has never sounded better than on 
this quartet session. Picking up 
some bittersweet licks that Miles 
seems to have discarded (and 
might do well to resurrect), Ra- 
va shows his daring by working 
unusual twists on his melodies 
rather than by sacrificing a 
warm, intimate sound. Even 
when the surrounding trio be-

comes most heated, as on “Sur- 
prise Hotel” and the title piece, 
Rava is generally able to main- 
tain his very engaging sonic per- 
sonality, best captured on the ro- 
mantic “Parks” and “By the 
Sea.” Producer Manfred Eicher 
has made a rare miscalculation, 
however, by shunting guitarist 
John Abercrombie’s ghostly tone 
and acerbic lyricism into left 
field while giving unwarranted 
prominence to the bustling, 
overbearing drumming of Jon 
Christensen. 

The ambiance is much more 
simpatico on Bahiana, with 
Micky Roker and Paulo da Cos- 
ta forming a perfect percussion 
pair mirrored by the twin gui- 
tars of Al Gafa and Mike Ho- 
well. The instrumentation here 
parallels Miles’s septet, as does 
the double-album format, but 
oh, what a difference! Dizzy 
mixes jazz blowing with Latin 
American rhythms as he has so 
often in the past, and this fusion 
music leaves little room for com- 
plaint. Four of the eight tunes 
here are beauties: Dizzy’s al- 
ready. popular “Olinga,” Gafa’s 
“Barcelona” and “In the Land of 
the Living Dead,” and Mike 
Longo’ s “Samba.” Gafa’s glow- 


_ing tone and flowing melodies 


get most of the solo space, but 
he’s fittingly complemented by 
the more blues-edged lines and 
chordal scratchings of Howell. 

As for Dizzy, who’s afforded 
plenty of room to blow over the 
course of this record, I’m con- 
stantly amazed by the ever more 
flawless technique, the endless 
harmonic and rhythmic curves, 
the playful/soulful use of sound, 
the insistence on finding new 
things to say and on avoiding 


repetition. The man who broke © 


ground for every trumpeter from 
Miles to Rava and beyond is 
completely at home on his gui- 
tar cushion and is playing as well 
as at any time in his career.

Tompall Glaser: THE GREAT

Tompall Glaser is one of the 
self-proclaimed Nashville rebels 
who made the recent Outlaws 
sampler on RCA. His confreres 
on that album were Waylon Jen- 
nings and Willie Nelson, along 
with Waylon’s wife, Jessi Col- 
ter. Apart from Colter, Glaser is 
the least disheveled of the group, 
which is only natural: Tompall, 
along with the Glaser Brothers 
— both his group and his family 
— has enjoyed solid main- 
stream success over the years. 
More recently, though, he has 
been engaged, with Waylon and 
Willie, in a direct challenge to 
the country music establish- 
ment, a challenge at once swag- 
gering, self-congratulatory, cal- 
culated and defiant. 

Glaser makes no bones about 
the connection of his music to 
Waylon Jennings’s. On this al- 
bum not only does Jennings play 
acoustic guitar and share the 
production credits; Glaser also 
includes the well-known Way- 
lon-Willie Nelson collaboration, 
“Good Hearted Woman,” plus 
“The Hunger,” another tune 
readily associated with Jen- 
nings. Finally, the whole am- 
biance of the record is so clearly 
intended to evoke a carefully

The production — 
clean, clear and crystal-hard — 
sets off the voice with fine tradi- 
tional instrumentation from an 
all-star cast including Ralph 
Mooney on steel, Johnny Gim- 
ble on mandolin and fiddle, Jim 
Webb on dobro and Bobby 
Bland’s old guitarist, Mel 
Brown, on lead. The song selec- 
tion — despite the presence of 
only one Glaser original and with 
the exceptions of a doleful “West 
Canterbury Subdivision Blues” 
and a humorless, not to mention 
sexist, Shel Silverstein tune call- 
ed “Broken Down Momma” — is 
impeccably suited to the mood, 
which is alternately roaring, 
knowing and filled with regrets. 

The Great Tompall and His 
Outlaw Band is an album which 
I enjoy very much, from its title 
on down. It is not without its pit- 


falls, however. Glaser, Jennings 
and Nelson all made a courage- 
ous decision, in their late 30s, to 
strike out for new territory. At 
this point, though, it’s up to 
them to explore that territory in- 
dividually rather than to restate 
once again the outlaw theme; 
they should now pay more at- 
tention to content than to pack- 
aging. From this and his last 
couple of albums it’s obvious 
that Tompall Glaser has a strong 
individual voice; in the future he 
should feel more confident about 


using it.

Ashford and Simpson: COME 
AS YOU ARE (Warner Bros.) 
Come As You Are is the third 
attempt by Nickolas Ashford 
and Valerie Simpson to parlay 
their skills as a songwriting team 
into a successful venture as per- 
formers. While it’s probably the 
most solid of their duet discs, the 
album is not without its share of 
disappointments. 

In the past much of the prob- 
lem has been Ashford’s heavy- 
handed vocal style. He seemed 
perpetually off-key and out of 
sorts with whatever song he was 
singing, hammering out phrases 
in a clumsy, over-stated Broad- 
way show tune manner. Since 
the last album, however, Ash- 
ford seems to have found a com- 
fortable vocal style. Higher than 
before, his current voice is 
vaguely reminiscent of Marvin 


Gaye's, and this time around his 
more understated approach bet- 
ter complements 
high-pitched, churchy wailing. 
Like Simpson’s own solo ef- 
forts on Motown, the bulk of the 
songs on Come As You Are are 
inspirational in tone, trans- 
formed gospel with pop arrange- 
ments. Simpson and Ashford 
sing their secular love songs with 


an intensity of feeling that con-* 


veys more than-the lyrics would 
suggest. On “Somebody Told A 
Lie,” with a delicate, mid-tem- 
po arrangement and a hook that 
reminds one of the numbers they 
penned for Marvin Gaye and 
Tammi Terrell, the pair create a 
transcendent mood without fren- 
zy or artificial studio excite- 
ment. Close behind is ‘Tell It 
All,” powered by a rocking gos- 
pel piano full of hellfire and 
brimstone. 

The best songs on the album 
are marked by sparse, unobtru- 
sive arrangements; the least suc- 
cessful are cluttered and gim- 


micky. “One More Try” lacks fo- © 


cus: most of the song is given 
over to Eric Gale’s colorless gui- 
tar soloing while the vocal is 
mixed down. ‘Caretaker’ is 
strangled by a heavy overlay of 
strings and by a shapeless mel- 
ody. Happily, with the excep- 
tion of “It'll Come,” the best 
songs are all on the same side 
and make for worthwhile listen- 
ing.

Curtis) are concise, airy and ex- 
tremely melodic, and Pousette- 
Dart's voice as clear and clean as 
a mountain lake. There’s a kind 
of innocence at work here which 
is not all that different from the 
Sutherland Brothers’. That 
group is more experienced than 
the Pousette-Dart Band, but 


‘they display a similar lack of ar- 


tifice. The combination of Pou- 
sette-Dart’s pristine voice, his 
not-quite-adult songs and the 
bluegrass-tinged accompani- 
ment (by Pousette-Dart and 
multi-instrumentalist Curtis) 
creates a radiantly simple and 
appealing whole. 

There are, to be sure, draw- 
backs to this style. Pousette- 


Dart’s singing, unaffected in the 


extreme, lacks a certain amount 
of charaeter, of definition; he sel- 
dom approaches problems of 
phrasing in a novel manner, and 
his emotional palette is still 
quite limited. It seems impos- 
sible for him to sound pained. 
There is a close interplay be- 
tween lyric and voice here: Pous- 
ette-Dart’s words seldom reach 
the point of even mild distress, 
and yet one supposes that at this 
point he wouldn’t be able to vo- 
calize distress convincingly any- 
way. 


Also, the instrumental sound, 
so unalloyed (producer Norbert 
Putnam has allowed almost no 
sweetening), is not quite force- 
ful.enough. The Pousette-Dart 
Band, for most of its existence, 
performed without a drummer. 
Allison Cook joined bassist John 
Troy to form a rhythm section 
only a short time before the al- 
bum was cut, and the band has 
not_yet adapted to a drummer’s 
presence. There are any number 
of songs on Pousette-Dart Band 
that, in dire need of percussive 
thrust, never quite succeed be- 
yond their striking initial im- 
pact. 

There is, however, always that 
initial impact. Lyrically and 
melodically, Pousette-Dart has 
an unerring ear for hooks, and 
those hooks are often enough to 
sustain a whole song; “Dancer,” 
“There’s Been A Mistake’ and 
“Smile On Me” are elegant en- 
tertainments all the way 
through. One has to suspect, 
then, that Pousette-Dart will in- 
creasingly be able to expand and 
deepen his lyric conceits, and 
that his band will soon assume a 
stronger rhythmic character. 


The debut album is in itself 


pleasing, of much higher quality 
than the group’s performances at 
somewhat unappreciative local 
bars would have suggested, and 
leaves little doubt that at long 
last Boston will be represented 
nationally by other than high- 
energy rock aggregations.

licks in serious trappings. From 
the perspective of a jazz listener 
who occasionally enjoys clas- 
sical performances but wouldn’t 
presume to evaluate them in the 
context of their tradition, I am 
also convinced that Jarrett has 
succeeded in making the transi- 
tion to chamber and orchestral 
composer. His writing is clear 
and bold throughout, with strong 
melodic development and bal- 
anced orchestration, and the 
sense of detail brought to the 
material by producer Manfred 
Eicher and the performers (in- 


cluding Jarrett, Ralph Towner 
and members of the Sudfunk 
Symphony Orchestra) ap- 
proaches the impeccable. 

Fortunately, Jarrett has not 
abandoned improvisational mu- 
sic for the conservatory; he con- 
tinues to seek out new playing 
situations and thus promises to 
grow even more unclassifiable 
with each new experience. The 
most recent examples of Jarrett 
the improvising pianist are 
found on Gnu High (ECM), a 
quartet date led by flugelhornist 
Kenny Wheeler which features 
bassist Dave Holland and drum- 
mer Jack DeJohnette. The free- 
dom to flow in and out of rhyth- 
mic and modal patterns which 
this music presents puts me in 
mind of Empyrean Isles, a Her- 
bie Hancock Blue Note date 
from a dozen years back which 
used this same instrumenta- 
tion. This comparison is meant 
as the highest form of recom- 
mendation. 

Three long blowing pieces of- 
fer Jarrett plenty of solo oppor- 
tunity; at moments, such as the 
long unaccompanied solo on 
“Heyoke,” the listener can be 
forgiven for wondering if this 
isn’t secretly the pianist’s ses- 
sion. In this basically modal mu- 
sic, traces of Jarrett’s formative 
influences rise to the surface; one 
can hear the impressionistic 


voicings of Bill Evans in the first 
“Heyoke” solo and the flowing 
lines of early Hancock in the 
more cooking “ ’Smatter.” Jar- 
rett’s familiar gospel chord cyc- 
les are absent, but then they 
would be out of place in this con- 
text. 

Jarrett. worked with Holland 
and DeJohnette in Miles Da- 
vis’s band (his affiliation with 
the latter goes back to Charles 
Lloyd days), though Gnu High 
has more to do with pre-electric 
Miles. My admiration for this 
rhythm section has been stated 
often in the past, and is only con- 
firmed by Holland’s effusive so- 
lo on “Gnu Suite,” DeJohn- 
ette’s Spartan statements on 
“Heyoke”’ and ‘‘Gnu Suite,” and 
the pair's support of Wheeler 
and Jarrett throughout. Kenny 
Wheeler is in fast company here, 
a situation he should be used to 
after working beside Holland in 
Anthony Braxton’s quartet, and 
he acquits himself admirably. 
His three compositions are of a 
piece with his flugelhorn solos — 
nothing startlingly original, but 
a warm and flowing reflection of 
the modal style’s best elements 
with the usual excesses missing.

nothing about Seven Beauties 
suggests that it is), it is hardly a 
consistent one; Wertmuller 
seems to spend half the film 
building Giannini into an erotic 
icon so that she can spend. the 
other half castrating him with 
malicious glee. She ends this 
exercise on a characteristically 
resolute note: the starved, sick- 
ly Giannini has managed to mus- 
ter a last-gasp erection at the 
command of a piggish female 
commandante who denounces 
him as a “‘subhuman Italian lar- 
va” but also notes, “That’s why 
you'll survive.” When Giannini 
is robbed of his last shred of in- 
tegrity but freed, he goes home 
to think this over. ‘‘You’re 
alive,’’ says his mother, as if to 
offer some consolation. “Yes, I’m 
alive,”’ Giannini sighs. Given the 
tenor of all that precedes it, this 
interchange wraps_up the film on 
a suitably lucid note. 

Are Lina Wertmuller’s films 
really admired by audiences, or 
is going to see them merely all 
the rage right now? Seven Beau- 
ties may be the one to answer 
that question. Without Swept 
Away’s dishonest but occasion- 
ally powerful eroticism (no- 
where as effective in the film, 
though, as in the poster), with- 
out the explicit political preten- 
sions of Love and Anarchy or the 
relatively lighthearted sex com- 
edy of The Seduction of Mimi, 
Seven Beauties hasn’t got much 
of a built-in lure. Neither has 
Lina Wertmuller, as far as I can 
tell. 


Rusty Sabres

SCARAMOUCHE. Directed by 
Enzo G. Castellari.

As if Richard Lester’s recent 
antics weren't enough, some- 
body has decided that swash- 
buckling buffoons are a hot. cin- 
ematic trend and that the nos-~ 
talgic but irreverent American 
filmgoer will lap up the adven- 
tures of any saber-swinging goon 
in a ruffled shirt. The Loves and 
Times of Scaramouche, as egre- 
gious a strip of celluloid balder- 
dash as any in town, so pollutes 
this already hackneyed genre 
that even Royal Flash looks good 
by comparison. 

Michael Sarrazin, who furth- 
er betrays his early promise with 
each succeeding film, plays 
Scaramouche as a kind of lacka- 
daisical, 18th-century Peter Fon- 
da. His favorité activity here is 
playing tag with soldiers and 
husbands whose wrath he has in- 
curred. The result is that liter- 
ally two-thirds of Scaramouche 
is devoted to endless fist, cut- 
lass and cudgel play, unrelieved 
by humor, realism or imagina- 
tion. Sarrazin, for all his boyish 
charm, is too bland to be con- 
vincing as either super-fighter or 
super-lover and, unfortunately, 
those infrequent smidgens of the 
film not wasted upon numbing 
combat are taken up by quickie 
dalliances consisting mainly of 
innuendo arid raunchy, Farfisa 
accompaniment. To add de rig- 
ueur historical hijinx (part of the 
irreverence of it all), director En- 
zo Castellari milks two old jokes 
ad. nauseam: (1) that in the 
French Revolution they cut off 
everybody’s head, and (2) that 
Napoleon was an impotent bozo, 
probably a lot like your preen- 
ing martinet of a boss back at the 
office. Throw in a pair of bum- 
bling would-be assassins and 
what have you got? Swashbux- 
ploitation. 

Scaramouche has only a cou- 
ple of redeeming features. One is 
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the amusing titles sequence by 
renowned Zagreb animator 
Nedelko Dragic. The other is a 
brief but blissful appearance by 
Ursula Andress, who has aged 
rather well — which is a great 
deal more than can be said for 
the genre spawned by Tom 
Jones. 


Show and tell

What’s worse than bad sex? 
What leaves a fouler taste in the 
mouth? What so engenders the 
feeling of “zero at the bone’? 
Exhibition is a celebration of 
every loveless coupling, every 
evening spent banging away in 
sadness and pain. 

Part of Exhibition’s sordid- 


-ness is due to its dishonesty. The 


film poses as cinema verite prob- 
ing the profession and person- 
ality of French porn star Clau- 
dine Beccarie. Playing herself, 
Beccarie is interviewed at inter- 
minable length by director Jean- 
Francois Davy. But Davy would 


‘ never have found a buyer for Ex- 


hibition had he not spiced up 
Beccarie’s maudlin maunders 
with plenty of sex. So, on a mat- 
tress covered with a cheap In- 
dian print spread, he stages sev- 
eral fuck-and-suck scenes sup- 
posedly showing his heroine at 


' work. (These sequences also en- 
- gage several other porn stars to 


provide the frantic furgling so 
beloved in the raunch trade.) 
But since these scenes were 
made expressly for this film, 
they do not necessarily repre- 
sent her work; they document 
nothing but Davy’s cupidity. 
Verite goes out the window and, 
given the film’s static composi- 
tions, monotonous sets and rigid 
camera work, out too goes 
cinema. 

Still, Exhibition might have 
entertained; given a less noxious 
‘star. In one sequence, Beccarie 
stages as nasty a scene as I ever 
hope to see. For reasons known 
only to Davy, a nonprofessional 
(a young ex-baker) is placed in 
bed with Beccarie. He is ob- 
viously unnerved by the camera 
and ducks his head between her 
legs — more to seek refuge, I sus- 
pect, than for anything else. 
‘Upon his emergence, Beccarie 
asks if he has ever done that be- 
fore. Then she makes a face for 
Davy’s camera. She fellates the 
baker briefly and then whines, 
“I’m not going to suck you all 
day.”” The young man tries to 


embrace her and she criticizes | 


his caresses. She finishes her act 
by asking why his penis isn’t 
hard. Sweet, sweet Claudine... 


‘perhaps Davy was trying to il- | 


lustrate that porn is a pro’s 
game. But the game he asked the 
ex-baker to play was rigged, 
another example of the film’s 
dishonesty. 

The unremitting Gallic seri- 
ousness which Davy and Bec- 
carie bring to Exhibition (‘Let 
me ask you a tricky question: 


where do you stand ideologi- | 


cally?”’) reaches an apex of ab- 
surdity in the film’s climactic se- 
quence. After masturbating for 
seven minutes, Beccarie reveals 


that perhaps she got into porn | 


because her uncle raped her 
when she was 15. This is, .of 
course, the hard-luck story many 
a whore will tell a trick foolish 
enough to ask. Even if it’s true, 
the revelation is so stale, so pre- 
dictable, that one feels suc- 
kered. But Davy prolongs the 
moment, moving in for a giant 
closeup as banal as it is pathetic. 

The fact that Beccarie and 
Davy speak French fails to dis- 
guise the fact that they are both 
morons. It fails to disguise the 
fact that Exhibition is not a ser- 
ious film but simply a tricked-up 
fuck movie that should have 
audiences running for the exits 
before it is half over. 
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Ascent into madness: Stage ‘Icarus’

ICARUS, developed by Mich- 
ael Fulginitti and Kaleel Sa- 
kakeeny. At Stage One 
Theatre Lab, Fridays only at 
7:30 and 9:30 p.m. 


Stage One is as close as we 
come in Boston to the feverish 
dream of Artaud or to Grotow- 
ski's religiosity. A laboratory 
more than a performing troupe, 
Kaleel Sakakeeny'’s corps of 
secular cenobites moves to- 
wards the realization of a new 
primitive theater, I think — a 
theater that would, ideally, be 
embraced as a spiritual neces- 
sity rather than picked at by the 
privileged like cocktail tidbits. 
Much of Stage One's work has 
been grounded in Christian and 
pagan mythology; it is largely 
non-verbal, starkly religious in 
tone and imagery. Certainly 
Grotowski’s Catholic termin- 
ology — the “holy” actor, the 
“poor” theater, the spectator as 
“witness” is appropriate. 
Stage One's methods are almost 
monastic, the actors making 
stunning and painful stretches 
beyond conditioning and pre- 
tense. 

Jcarus is as personal, as diffi- 
cult to map or objectify, as any 
work | have seen there. Roughly 
described, it depicts one actor's 
confrontation with the myth in 
relation to his own sanity. The 
legendary Icarus was actually a 
boy, the son of the architect 
Daedalus who masterminded the 
labyrinth in which Minos hous- 
ed his wife's guilty little secret, 
the Minotaur, and fed it plump 
Athenians. Later imprisoned 
there for having blabbed the 
trick of the thing to the first Mrs. 
‘Theseus, Daedalus facilitated a 
fantastic escape by fashioning 
from feathers and wax gigantic 
wings for himself and Icarus. 
Just before take-off the prudent 
parent cautioned Icarus to navi- 
gate a middle course between sea 
and sky, but the boy wouldn't 
settle for just a quick flap to safe- 
ty. He climbed too near the sun, 
which melted his wax, freed his 
feathers, and he fell into the sea. 
Michael Fulginitti, too, is con- 
temptuous of the ‘‘middle 
course” and figuratively flies, to 
be truly “free,” “toward the sun 


‘of his own insanity.” If pain, as it

has been said, is a natural corol- 
lary of a free existence, so, per- 
haps, is madness. 

Icarus takes place in a small, 
homey space at the apex of 
which Fulginitti curls in a worn 
easy chair with his rag doll. The 
Mask of Icarus lies in state on an 
Oriental rug. Light fabric is loop- 
ed above and billows like clouds. 
Spectators are limited to about 
30, whom Fulginitti, like a host 
or priest, seats one at atime. He 
is thin, barefoot, characterist- 
ically cosmic, and carries a red 
flower. That flower, thank God, 
is where the pseudo-humble Liv- 
ing Theatre banality ends, 
though it is difficult to say just 
how or where the work begins. 
Perhaps it is with the introduc- 
tion of Icarus and the Mask. The 
former is a nobly arrayed totem, 
an austere golden face and a 
cloak-like swatch of red cloth. 
The latter, apparently emblem- 
atic of petty sexual forces that 
keep us earthbound, is a grotes- 
que, hoary thing with gaping, 
glittery eyeholes and a hollow 


Michael Fulginitti’s mythic persona 
mouth. Icarus seems a sort of 
icon to be wooed with music, 
tenderness and penance. Envel- 
oped in the red cloth, accom- 
panying himself with clackers 
which suggest the flutter of man- 
sized wings, Fulginitti figura- 
tively ascends with Icarus to- 
wards the sun and, inevitably, 
falls. This experience, repeated 
several times like a ritual, is sen- 
sual and terrifying, to be con- 
trasted with his furtive, embar- 
rassed seduction by the Mask. 
(This may sound odd, but Ful- 
ginitti’s commitment to his fan- 
tasy is so fierce that both Icarus 
and the Mask seem imbued with 
lives of their own.) 

There is no plot to Jcarus; it is, 
rather, a collage of subjective 
conflicts. In one sequence of 
images the actor, like an eager 
child, serenades Icarus caco- 
phonically, first on harmonica, 
then on fiddle. The music grows 
desperate, mournful, then stops. 
He seems to perceive that Icarus 
is dead and covers him with the 
Mask, murmuring that the eyes 


(“mirrors to the soul”) must be 
kept warm and the mouth clean. 
He wads the cloth into these ori- 
tices, but suddenly the cleans- 
ing metamorphoses into a mas- 
turbatory exercise as he thrusts 
the cloth into the Mask’s mouth 
over and over, collapsing at last 
over his warring symbols in an 
abashed climax. 

A masked puppeteer employ- 
ing his hands as characters, Ful- 
ginitti then enacts a primal fath- 
er/son rivalry that culminates in 
the destruction of the child and 
the rape/seduction of its moth- 
er. The short sequence is both 
crazy and frightening, and the 
actor's hands are eerily express- 
ive in their archetypal roles. Lat- 
er Fulginitti becomes his par- 
ent, slithering into Mother’s tat- 
tered satin frock as if into silk 


- stockings. He admonishes a rag- 


doll child to walk for Icarus, 
holding it so solicitously, so 
sternly, that the crude effigy 
seems real. When the doll fails to 
fly he is bereaved, and when it 
refuses to kiss the god, he rejects

it outright. 

Some of the images Fulginitti 
conjures are so personal that 
they defy interpretation. There 
is usually water in Stage One 
productions, and I almost never 
understand it. Holy water, per- 
haps, a splashy symbol of puri- 
fication? Here the actor almost 
drowns himself in a bowl of the 
stuff and had to be rescued by 
the. director at both perform- 
ances on opening night. Inter- 
action between actor and direct- 
or is crucial to a work like IJca- 
rus, wherein the actor, by his 
own admission, flirts with mad- 
ness. Still, the intrusion of Saka- 
keeny into the work seemed to 
me a violation. It drew the audi- 
ence abruptly out of the mys- 
tery to worry about the actor, 
and it robbed the final vision — 
in which Fulginitti appears im- 
prisoned in the Icarus mask, un- 
able to fly but incapable of ac- 
cepting failure or conquering the 
desire — of part of its terrible 
power. 

Jumbled yet exquisite, Jcarus 
will probably remain-a_ piece 
with jagged edges. It is not a play 
to be glibly analyzed or charted 
— Monarch Notetakers risk a 
breakdown less glorious than 
Michael Fulginitti’s! Indeed, 
rooters after plot and sense will 
have a more satisfactory meet- 
ing with Equus, a slicker, more 
literate play dealing with rough- 
ly the same themes: the need for 
worship in a world of increasing 
alienation and mundaneity, the 
questionable advantages of the 
sluggishly sane over the pas- 
sionately aberrant. Eqguus’s Alan 
Strang has galloped naked with 
his equine ‘‘god”’ and the psy- 
chiatrist who treats him envies 
him. The mythical Icarus flew 
and fell to become here a sym- 
bol of absolute freedom. In 
Equus, Strang’s @psychosis is 
peeled, proddéd and finally exor- — 
cised in controlled, impersonal 
circumstances, far from the mag- 
ical Field of Ha-Ha. For all its 
ontological speculation, Equus is 
primarily concerned, like any 
good thriller, with the unravel- 
ing, the explaining away of 
Strang’s private mystery. Mich- 
ael Fulginitti’s Icarus offers the 
thing itself, i in its own raw terms, 
and on its own disquieting spir- 
itual ground.

About three-quarters of the 
way through Masques, while 
watching the carryings-on of 
two pouting nude men who 
feigned making love on a bench 
as a pair of clownish women 
flitted about in an apparent at- 
tempt to lure them back to het- 
erosexuality, I suddenly found 
myself seeing through alien 
eyes. One of the actors, stand- 
ing silently behind me, had 
lowered a mask in front of my 
face, thrusting me into an eerie 
experience of the play usually 
impossible from a spectator’s 
vantage point. The message 
was sharp but double-edged: if 
an audience is often unable to 
penetrate a play because it is 
not sufficiently alive te its par- 
ticipation in the play’s unfold- 
ing, neither is Masques aware 
enough of its audience for such 
a meeting of minds to occur.

Nevertheless, Masques is an 
extraordinary theatrical ex- 
perience. In a carnival setting, 
three men and three women 
pursue their dreams and de- 
sires. Loving and hating, fondl- 
ing and fighting, mocking and 
soothing, they explore them- 
selves through each other in a 
dramatic framework deter- 
mined not by plot, dialogue or 


Mugging in ‘Masques’ 
character so much as by swirls 
of ‘“‘emotional color.’’ The 
players vie for the possession of 
a satin coat; in chasing it, they 
chase their dreams and, when 
captured, the coat confers upon 
its wearer the comfort of an ac- 
ceptable, even a glorious iden- 
tity. Leaders emerge from the 
company, they seem to fade be- 
hind the others’ taunting

laughter, or to. disappear en- 
tirely into the shadows of their 
own despair. Enacting such rit- 
uals as a wedding, a pick-up or 
even a murder, the actors don 
masks, subduing their identi- 
ties behind the visages of so- 
cial roles. Masques takes as its 
theme the interface of human 
fantasies ‘‘which, like fleeting 
bubbles, burst beyond our 


reach”; its scope is as wide as 
the combined imaginations of 
its actors. 


And what actors! Stage One 
boasts perhaps the finest en- 
semble in Boston, honed to per- 
fection under guidance of di- 
rector Kaleel Sakakeeny. 
Masques developed from a ser- 
ies of gymnastic exercises; as 
the actors tumbled and 
skipped, relationships (whose 
fascination far outstripped that 
of the gyrations themselves) 
grew. Diverse languages were 
employed to help the actors 
avoid restricting conceptuali- 
zations, and sexuality was en- 
couraged. The result is a dis- 
play of ensemble acting that is 
— like. Masques’s scorching 
eroticism — nothing short of 
astonishing. 


But Stage One’s mistake 
here is to try to render its pro- 
duction a farce, allowing the. 
players to lapse into carica- 
ture. A thin line separates i- 
ronic, almost expressionistic 
exaggeration from cartoon. The 
former involves. the viewer; the 
latter distances, turning pi- 
quant truth into so much 
greasepaint. 
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Tread those boards: Harvard’s gold diggers ’76

Cutthroat competition can 
lead Harvard students to do pe- 
culiar things. In the last year a- 
lone, university officials ex- 
posed a law student who had 
gained. admission under an as- 
sumed name, a Phi Beta Kappa 
pre-med who had forged his own 
letters of recommendation, and a 
Summer School physics section 
which had operated an elab- 
orate cheating ring. Some com- 
bat academic pressure with chi- 
canery; others play at show bus- 
iness. The “original” musical ap- 
pears to have replaced goldfish- 
swallowing and _ phonebooth- 
stuffing in academe, at least in 
the vicinity of Harvard Square. 
Although the Hasty Pudding has 
been concocting its eccentric 
brand of entertainment ever 
since 1845, only in the last few 
years has musical comedy come 
of age at what is allegedly a last 
bastion of intellectual sobriety. 
By the end of the 1975-76 seas- 
on, aspiring stars at Harvard and 
Radcliffe will have warbled and 
tapped through no fewer than 
eight of these original shows. Re- 
cently there were three — HPC’s 
Tots in Tinseltown, Phil LaZeb- 
nik’s American In Purgatory and 
Steven Crist’s Bicentennial Fol- 
lies — vying for the spotlight. 
Student composers have hardly 
‘a moment to spare. 

Surprisingly enough, none of 
the other Boston-area colleges 


has witnessed anything like the 
musical mass-production line 
currently in action at Harvard. 
Although several schools are eag- 
er to stage serious drama writ- 
ten by their students, original

musicals rarely appear any- 
where outside Cambridge. Each 
year Wellesley’s junior class pro- 
duces its own musical revue, but 
it is usually intended as nothing 
more than an elongated inside 


joke. Brandeis’s graduate thea- 
ter department has presented 
only one original musical in the 
last few years, Lord Scarecrow 
(1975), which was created not by 
students but by professional wri- 
ters who hoped — albeit in vain 
— to move the show to Broad- 
way. Emerson and BU, both of 
which boast strong theater de- 
partments, have contented 
themselves with reviving shows 
from the commercial theater. 

Perhaps Harvard's failure to 
provide a coherent theater pro- 
gram has encouraged its stu- 
dents to indulge their musical 
whims. Since they receive no 
academic credit for their thea- 
trical work, Harvard thespians, 
unlike their counterparts at 
other schools, need not restrict 
themselves to serious play- 
wrighting and may engage in the 
frivolity of musical comedy 
whenever the opportunity ar- 
ises. 

Professor David Reisman, 
Harvard’s leading in-house anal- 
yst, might be hard put to come 
up with a sociological explan- 
ati@mefor the phenomenon, but 
the participants have their own 
theories. Stephen Crist, director 
and co-author of Bicentennial 
Follies (which has just closed), 
blames it all on Freud, insisting 
that it dates back to childhood. 
“The people who end up at Har- 
vard,” he says, “are the sort 
whose parents forced them to 


take piano lessons and weaned 
them on Noel Coward albums.” 
This may well be true of Crist, 
whose mother, film critic Judith 
Crist, administered large doses 
of Broadway between movies. 
Doug Hughes comes from an- 
other theatrical family (hisefa- 
ther stars in television’s Doc), 
but he prefers to fix the onset of 
Harvardian musical neurosis at 
a later developmental stage. 
When asked why Harvard 
spawns so many _musicals, 
Hughes responded with another 
question: “‘Why, in the middle of 
the Depression, was Busby Berk- 
eley writing lavish production 
numbers with a gigantic banana 
as the centerpiece?’ According 
to Hughes, the playfulness of 
musical theater offers a wel- 
come release from academic ten- 
sion at an increasingly pre-pro- 
fessional college. As president of 
the fledgling Harvard Premiere 
Society, which has produced 
three original musicals in its first 
year, he points out that his stan- 
ding-room-only hit revue, Do It 
Yourself, turned away several 
hundred students at the door 
during the middle of December 
when theatergoers should have 
been completing their term pa- 
pers. 
After years of experimenting 
with different theatrical genres, 
Harvard students may have sim-

It is fitting that Gore Vidal 
should be the one to produce an 
irreverent centennial novel for 
the Bicentennial. As one of the 
few writers who has cultivated 
the role of public gadfly, he can 
commit his literary sacrileges 
with the impunity and elan of an 
entertainer. 

Vidal’s latest novel, 1876, 
deals with that forgotten year. 
Those rancid times presaged our 
own: Ulysses S. Grant’s tainted 
administration, too, featured 
edited transcripts, burglarized 
offices, laundered cash, a Presi- 
dential staff decimated by years 
of Congressional investigation 
and the nagging question — did 
the President know? Corruption 
was widespread and uncon- 
cealed: it cost $5000 to get into 
West Point, and Senate seats 
went for a quarter-million.

1876 concludes a trilogy which

All share the same 
themes — corruption is nigh uni- 
versal and perhaps necessary, 
and American history’s entire 
course is determined by a ri- 
valry among a few wealthy fam- 
ilies and corporations.

facts that the narrator of 1876, 
Charlie Schuyler, is the illegiti- 
mate son of Aaron Burr as well as 
narrator of the earlier novel and 
that the grandchildren of Schuy- 
ler's prospective benefactors, the 
Sanfords, make their appear- 
ance in Washington, D.C. 
Small details and lesser per- 
sonalities of today are anticip- 
ated in /876, along with major 
catastrophes.

torical parallels and giving that 
somber time a needed touch of 
comic relief. Thus Vidal pre- 
sents not so much a novel as a 
parable of American democ- 
racy, stressing the indispen- 
sable role theft and corruption 
have played in lubricating the 
machinery thereof. 
Having spent half his life 
abroad, narrator Charles Scher- 
merhorn Schuyler, now in his 
60s, returns to New York to find 
his city and his nation changed. 
Ruined by the Panic of 1873, 
Schuyler must turn to political 
journalism to survive. He enters 
a predatory world greased by 
lobbyists, controlled by banks 
and companies, more or less gov- 
erned by venal Senators and 
Cabinet members, and sup- 
ported from below by abortion- 
ists and brothel-keepers. Grad- 
ually, the novel reveals Schuy- 
ler’s two strategies to restore his 
wealth and stature — support- 
ing Tilden for the presidency 
in return for a good appointment, 
and seeing that his daughter, 
now in her 30s, marries well. The 
plots resulting from the two 
schemes, once they get off the 
ground, complement one an- 
other nicely; the trivial offsets 
the monstrous but is equally 
contaminated. 
- Most of 1876 consists of anec- 
dotes, many delicious in them- 
selves, but together lacking 
coherence. And the few comic 
moments do not rescue the sag- 
ging, even pointless narrative. 
Only in the last third of the book 
does the election get underway 
and the separate parts connect. 
As a whole, 1876 suffers from a 
profound indecisiveness. It tries, 
in spots, to be a piece of fiction 
with a suspense element, an his- 
torical study, a black comedy, a 
series of character sketches and a 
moralistic tract that luxuriates 
in the depravity it ostensibly de- 
plores. 
Much of the novel’s problem 
derives from the inappropriate 
narrative voice. Schuyler is less a 
person of his own time than a 
disembodied, ahisterical pres-° 
ence who speaks from a per- 
spective no one in 1876 could 


have attained. Lacking is the 
penetrating historical sense at 
work in Burr. Schuyler’s pre- 
occupations are too similar to 
our own toe establish authentic- 
ity. The past is made com- 
peltely transparent, which is to 
say, abolished. How effectively, 
by way of comparison, is the dif- 
ferentness of+1948 from our pres- 
ent shown in Myron! 

Furthermore, Vidal, through 
his narrator, is suspiciously 
autobiographical. Schuyler, like 
his creator, returns to the States 
after living abroad, still feeling 
like a foreigner but ready to play 
the role of detached commenta- 
tor on the times. The failure of 
the author to differentiate him- 
self from his fictive creation be- 
comes clear as we follow Schuy- 
ler from hotel room to interview 
to press briefing to evening so- 
cial, getting around entirely too 
much for a man of his time. Al- 
though he is cast as a political 
journalist, Schuyler shares with 
Vidal intense feelings of rivalry 
with the successful novelists of 
his period. 

Indeed, 1876's point is to wor 
for the greater glory of Gore Vi- 
dal at the expense of the society 
he commemorates. As a public 
figure, Vidal has been tempted 
to become a creature of the me- 
dia. It is the media that have al- 
lowed him to develop his role as 
talk-show aristocrat and pan- 
sexual Renaissance man. 1876 
should crown his position as the 
definitive TV commentator on 
American vices, past and pres- 
ent. He seems to have capitul- 
ated to that sideshow of enter- 
tainer-novelists which includes 
his fondest enemies, Norman 
Mailer and Truman Capote. 
Does 1876 demonstrate that, af- 
ter three decades, Vidal has 
passed into the nether phase of a 
literary career which has left us 
with two near-classics, The 
Judgment of Paris and Myra 
Breckinridge, and a half-dozen 
memorable works of fiction (as 
well as a vast body of plays, 
scripts and essays)? Such a 
phase promisés'to be as tumul- 
tuous and variegated in the de- 
cline it threatens as it was in its 
development. Optimistically, he 
has several decades and several 
better books ahead of him — at 
the very least, an Italian villa 
from which to oversee the death 
of civilization.
